The 
demonstrators carried placards 
protesting against the action of 
some Sikhs during India’s Oly- 
mpics hockey match against the 
United States who shouted slo- 
gans demanding a separate Sikh 
state.

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Beirut alters mountain 
plan to suit all parties

BEIRUT (R) — - The Lebanese army has 
amended its plan to deploy in the mountains 
east of Beirut, removing aspects una- 
cceptable to Progressive Socialist Party 
(PSP) leader WaKd Junblatt, official sources 
said Saturday. 

Mr. Junblatt and his Shfite 
Muslim ally Nabih Beni, both 
government ministers, rejected 
the original version at a heated 
cabinet meeting last Wednesday 
on the grounds that it favoured* 
their mostly Christian militia opp- 
onents. 

Syrian mediation has persuaded 
all parties to approve the new pro- 
posals and the cabinet is expected 
to endorse them at a special ses- 
sion on Monday, the sources said. 

The amended plan envisages 
the army moving simultaneously 
into the mostly Druze PSP-held 
mountains southeast of Beirut and 
into predominantly Christian 
areas to the northeast, the sources 
added. 

Mr. Junblatt complained that 
the original proposals covered 
only the Shouf and Aley areas, the 
strongholds of the PSP militia. 


The right-wing mostly Christian 
“Lebanese Forces.” the PSPs 
main rivals, would have retained 
their freedom of action in the nor- 
theastern provinces of Kisrawan 
‘and Jbafl, he said. 

Under the amended version, 
the army would -first deploy east

.vay up to Syrian lines at the 
mountain town of Sofar and south 
along the main coast road as far as 
the village of Damour. 18 kil- 
ometres south. 

The road to Damascus would be 
open for the first time since last 
September, when a sudden Israeli 
withdrawal brought the PSP into 
war with the “Lebanese Forces” 
and the army. 

The new proposals appeared to 
fall short of satisfying Mr. Bern's 
demand that the army control the 
coast up to Israeli lines at the 


Awali River, 17 kilometres bey- 
ond Damour. 

Mr. Beni. leader of the Shi* ite 
militia Araal, wants to ensure 
quick and easy access to the 
Israeli-occupied south, which is 
overwhelmingly Shf ite. The coast 
road is currently blocked at Dam- 
our, either by the Israelis or by the 
“Lebanese Forces.” 

The Lebanese army, re-united 
this summer after veteran pol- 
itician Rashid Kara mi formed his 
“government of national unity," 
has already taken charge of sec- 
urity in most of Beirut.

57 kilometres 
south of Beirut, after an attack on 
an Israeli patrol on Thursday. 


Militia fighting claims 
more lives in Tripoli 


TRIPOLI, Lebanon (AP) — Mil- 
itias loyal and opposed to Syria 
traded hit-and-run grenade ass- 
aults and moitar .barrages in Tri- 
poli Saturday. Police- said four 
more people were killed and 10 
wounded in the new fighting for 
dominance of Lebanon's second- 
largest city. 

Most of the overnight fighting, 
was concentrated in the res- 
idential neighbourhoods of Baal 
Mohsen and Bab Tabbaneh as 
well as in the city’s seaside slums 
80 kilometres nonh of Beirut, pol- 


ice said. 

Taking the same pattern as in 
the previous two days, the fighting 
slackened at daybreak, allowing 
hundreds of students to go to their, 
secondary school exams. Hos- 
tilities had broken out on Thu- 
rsday and Friday shortly after the 
students had returned home at 
noon, according to police. 

They said Saturday’s toll bro- 
ught the overall casualties to six 
killed and 21 wounded in the cur- 
rent round of on-again-off-again 
city warfare.

WASHINGTON (R) — Changes 
in the Middle East cannot wait 
until the United States pre- 
sidential election in November, a 
senior Arab diplomat said Sat- 
urday. 

Clovis Maksoud, Arab League 
representative in Washington and 
at the United Nations, told rep- 
orters a U.S. tendency to put the 
Middle East “on hold” pending 
the election result had been rei- 
nforced by the stalemate in last, 
week's Israeli election. 

“But developments in the Mid- 
dle East will not hold," he said. 


“Many critical issues cannot be 
frozen and linked to the timetable 
of the U.S. election." 

He said the Israeli occupations 
of South Lebanon and the West 
Bank were time bombs and Arab 
confidence was dwindling in U.S. 
ability to break the deadlock. 

Mr. Maksoud said the Arab 
League favoured a United 
Nations-sponsored Middle East 
conference, which would include 
the Soviet Union, and that the 
Middle East had to be removed 
from the arena of superpower riv- 
alry. 


Olympic official retracts criticism of TV 


LOS ANGELES (R) — Int- 
ernational Olympic Committee 
(IOC) President Juan Antonio 
Samaranch has retracted his com- 
plaint that the U.S. ABC Tel- 
evision network’s coverage of the 
Olympic Games tends to favour 
American athletes. 

The IOC issued a statement late 
Saturday night after a scheduled 
meeting between Mr. Samaranch, 
JOC Director Monique Berlioux 
and Roone Arledge, president of 
the ABC News and Sport. 

The statement said that during 
the meeting “the IOC expressed 
its satisfaction with ABC’s tel- 


evision production of the games 
and felt that international bro- 
adcasters have received app-. 
ropriate coverage... 

"The president of the IOC con- 
gratulated ABC on the excellent 
electronic coverage of the Oly- 
mpic Games." 

The statement distinguished 
between tbe network's int- 
ernational feed, which it described 
as "neutral coverage including 
natural sound without com- 
mentary," and its national pro- 
gramming for American viewers. 

The IOC also released the text 
of a letter Mr. Samaranch sent on 


Thursday to Peter Ueberroth, 
president of the Los Angeles 
Olympic Organising Committee. 

“Many complaints have been 
transmitted to me regarding cov- 
erage by ABC of Olympic events. 
The coverage should be of an int- 
ernational nature, particularly for 
the victory ceremonies," it read. 

The Los Angeles Times said 
Saturday that the complaints by 
Mr. Samaranch and a number of 
foreign athletes were concerned 
mainly with ABCs domestic 
show, which they have all been 
watching, and not with its separate 
world feeds.

AMMAN (J.T.) — Iranian 
spiritual leader Ayatollah 
RuhoUah Khomeini's health 
is deteriorating fast and the 
88-year-oid Islamic rev- 
olutionary has been placed 
under intensive care by doc- 
tors in Tehran, former Ira- 
nian President Abol Hassan 
Bani-Sadr said Saturday. 

Mr. Bani-Sadr, the first 
elected Iranian president 
since tbe overthrow of the 
monarchy in 1979, who tied 
Iran after falling out with 
Ayatollah Khomeini in 
1981, told French Television 
in an interview that the Ira- 
nian Majlis (parliament) is 
holding intensive con- 
sultations to choose a suc- 
cessor to the highest Shi’ ite 
Muslim religious leader. 

Mr. Bani-Sadr, who lives 
in exile in Paris also said 
that : yOMer -ri;.’gL- is 
under way in Tehran to suc- 
ceed Ayatollah Khomeini. 

The Iranian economy is in 
shambles due to the con- 
tinuing Iran-Iraq war, the 
former president said, add- 
ing that the current Iranian 
budget has a deficit of about 
$8 billion and the country 
has a foreign debt of over 
$60 billion. 

Plans are under imp- 
lementation to introduce 
changes in the Iranian sys- 
tem after Ayatollah Kho- 
meini’s death, Mr. Bani- 
Sadr said. He did not ela- 
borate, and it was not clear 
whether be was referring to 
plans of the opposition or the 
top echelon now reigning in 
Tehran. 

Mr. Bani-Sadr leads an 
Iranian exQe group opposed 
to tbe Khomeini regime and 
the former president is bel- 
ieved to have a good number 
of followers inside Iran. 

. Another Iranian opp- 
osition leader, Massoud 
Rajavi, also lives in Paris 
and directs operations aga- 
inst the Khomeini regime 
within Iran of the 
Mujahedeen-e-Khalq gue- 
rrilla group. 


Paris begins official inquiry into Air France hijack 


PARIS (R) — France began a full 
inquiry Saturday into an airliner 
hijacking which ended happily in 
Tehran but left a legacy of French 
suspicion towards the Iranian 
government. 

With relations between Pans 
and Tehran at a low ebb, French 
newspapers have been accusing 
the Iranian government of com- 
plicity in the hijacking. 

Their suspicions are centred on 
submachine-guns and plastic exp- 
losive which the- three young Leb- 
anese hijackers displayed and 
used in Tehran but were not pre- 
vious}" '^en by their hostages. 

The Iranian Foreign Ministry 
said Saturday the hijackers had 
retrieved the arms from the bag-, 
gage hold, telling officials at Teh- 
ran airport they were getting med- 


icine for a passenger. 

The hijackers wielded knives 
when they took over the Air Fra- 
nce Boeing 737 on Tuesday on a 
flight from Frankfurt to Paris. 

Some 60 passengers and crew 
reached Paris Friday night after an 
ordeal which ended with their rel- 
ease in the Iranian capital. 

■The Boeing 737 was damaged 
by a bomb which the hijackers 
planted before they and their cap- 
tives left the plane. 

Hie hijackers sought the release 
of five men jailed in France for a 
1980 attempt to kill former Ira- 
nian Premier Shapur Bakhtiar. 

They have asked for political 
asylum in Iran (See page 2). The 
Iranian Foreign Ministry says they 
are in detention while the case is 
investigated. 


A French External Relations 
Ministry spokesman said it was 
too early to draw conclusions on 
the events. 

The right-wing daily Le Figaro 
said the appearance of guns and 
explosives aboard the plane had 
not been explained. 

Relations between France and 
Iran have been soured by France's 
military support for Iraq in the 
Gulf war and the presence of sev- 
eral Iranian opposition leaders in 
Paris. 

Mr. Bakhtiar, deposed Pre- 
sident Abol Hassan Bani-Sadr 
and Mujahedeen leader Massud 
Rajavi have all taken refuge in 
France. 

Iranian President Ali Khamenei 
Friday called French leaders “ ign- 
orant and stupid" and said they 


sheltered “the ugliest int- 
ernational terrorists.” 

He warned that terrorism would 
increase against Western cou- 
ntries. 

In an interview to the left-wing 
daily le Monde, Mr. Bani-Sadr. 
the first elected chief of state of 
the Iranian Islamic republic, said 
the struggle for the succession of 
religious leader Ayatollah Ruh- 
ollah Khomeini had started. 

He suggested that the hijack 
was the work of hardliners opp- 
osed to an opening to the West. 
“They intensify their acts of sab- 
otage in a bid to stop initiatives by 
the “moderates" who seek a dip- 
lomatic opening towards the Wes- 
tern world and a peaceful set- 
tlement of the war against Iraq,” 
he said. 


N. Yemeni minesweeper 
scours Red Sea waters 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — North 
Yemen is using its only min- 
esweeper to search territorial wat- 
ers for mines that might have cau- 
sed mysterious explosions that 
damaged several ships recently in 
the Red Sea. sources in Sana’a 
reported Saturday. 

Noah Yemen is trying to locate 
a reported minefield off its coast in 
the northern Red Sea. the sources 
told the Associated Press by tel- 
ephone. They said it may be the 
first time the country has used its 
Soviet-built sweeper. 

At least nine merchant ships 
have been damaged by explosions 
in the Gulf of Suez and the Red 
Sea since July 27. according to 
Lloyds shipping intelligence in 
London. 

Officials at Hodeidah port, con- 
tacted by telephone, confirmed 
Saturday that three merchant ves- 
sels had been hit over the past 
three days by “ underwater blasts*' 
off the Nonh Yemeni coast sus- 
taining minor damage. 

They said two vessels, the 
1 1 .849-ton Greek motor vessel 
Kriti Coral and the 5.150-ton 
Turkish Morgul, one hit by a nine 
and the other by an explosion off 
the Yemeni coast on Thursday, 
had continued their journeys after 
minor repair at Hodeidah. 

Shipping not disrupted 

But Yemeni officials and shi- 
pping sources in Saudi Arabia said 
traffic had not been disrupted by 
the incidents. There had been no 


apparent effect on oil movements 
from the Saudi Red Sea port of 
Yanbu. 

The explosions off North 
Yemen followed other mysterious 
blasts which hit five merchant 
ships in the Gulf of Suez since 
June 10. prompting the Egyptian 
government to seek help of a U.S. 
survey team. 

In Washington, defence off- 
icials said U.S. navy CH-53H. 
mine-sweeping helicopters were 
on standy at Oceana naval air base 
near Norfolk, ready to go to the 
Gulf of Suez if needed to clear the 
water of mines. 

The explosions followed a claim 
last week by a caller purporting to 
speak for a group calling itself the 
‘Jihad Organisation” who told 
news agencies in London his 
group had planted 190 mines in 
the Gulf of Suez and Bab Al Man- 
deb. 

Newspapers in the Gulf have 
expressed concern over the inc- 
idents, which they said aimed at 
undermining the security of cou- 
ntries along the Red Sea. 

"The mining of the Red Sea 
waters aims at creating havoc and 
striking at the economies of Red 
Sea countries... terrorism is inc- 
reasing,” the Bahrain Arabic - 
language weekly Al Adwa said in 
a commentary. 

In the United Arab Emirates, 
the Arabic-Janguage daily Al Itt- 
ihad said it did not exclude the 
reasoning that whoever was beh- 
ind the mining of the Red Sea also 
benefited from the “tanker war” 


in the Gulf. 

Aden pledges solidarity 

South Yemen announced Fri- 
day it stood its neighbour in North 
Yemen to deter any threats to 
Sana'a's sovereignty or to mar- 
itime navigation in the Red Sea. 

Aden Radio, in a commentary 
on rhe mine threats (o shipping, 
warned of “attempts to create a 
new area of tension in the region." 

North and South Yemen str- 
addle the tip of the Arabian pen- 
insula where the Red Sea opens 
into the Indian Ocean through the 
Strait of Mandeb. 

“The Democratic Republic of 
Yemen stands by the Yemen Arab 
Republic in any attempt aimed at 
infringing on the sovereignty of 
Yemen or endangering; its sec- 
urity and stability or threatening 
freedom of maritime navigation in 
the Red Sea," the radio com- 
mentary monitored said. 

British newspapers said Sat- 
urday an Iranian-backed ext- 
remist Muslim group may be res- 
ponsible. 

The Financial Times, Britain’s 
leading business daily, quoted 
Western observers in Cairo as say- 
ing the explosions “may be the 
work of a group backed by Iran." 
The paper quoted a Western dip- 
lomat in Cairo as saying the most 
obvious conclusion was that the 
mines are connected with the Gulf 
war between Iran and Iraq.

AMMAN (Petra) — A small exp- 
losion occurred near an old fur- 
niture dump in Amman Friday 
morning causing very slight dam- 
age. the Interior Ministry ann- 
ounced Saturday. A statement 
issued by the ministry said the exp- 
losion. near an old oil tanker par- 
ked in a street near the Eighth Cir- 
cle in Jabal Amman, occurred at 8 
a.m. 


The truck was parked in a side 
street near a yard where the U.S. 
embassy dumps old and unusable 
office furniture, the statement 
added. Jt said that as a result of 
a one-kilogramme TNT explosive 
charge damage was caused to one 
of the truck's back tyres only but 
there were no casualties. The sta- 
tement added that investigations 
were under way. 


Herzog may announce 
premier-designate today 


TEL AVIV (AP) — President 
Chaim Herzog is expected to ann- 
ounce early next week his choice 
to form Israel's new government, 
and Israel's media have predicted 
he will choose opposition Labour 
leader Shimon Peres. 

Mr. Herzog may make his dec- 
ision as early as Sunday whether 
Mr. Peres or incumbent Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir will be 
named prime minister-designate, 
Israel television and radio said. 
Politicians’ statements after mee- 
ting with Mr. Herzog made it clear 
that Mr. Peres had greater sup- 
port. 

Ami Gluska, Mr. Herzog’s spo- 
kesman. gave no hint in a tel- 
ephone interview who Mr. Herzog 
would pick, but he said the pre- 
sident "doesn’t intend to delay his 
decision too long.” 

Mr. Shamir and Peres met for a 
total of eight hours on Wednesday 
and Thursday after Mr. Herzog 
persuaded them to try to reach 
agreement on forming a coalition 
to break the stalemate resulting 


from the July 23 general election. 
But the two did not agree on which 
of them should become the new 
premier. 

During these talks, Mr. Shamir, 
the first to call for such a coalition, 
proposed that whichever party 
gets the premiership, the other 
party should fill the defence and 
foreign affairs ministries. Mr. 
Peres refused to discuss this issue, 
and instead, limited the talks to 
economic and social issues. 

Leaders from the Likud bloc 
said Mr. Herzog should delay his 
decision until the parties complete 
their talks, Israel Television said. 

In the general election. Labour 
won 44 seats to Likud's 41 in 
120-seat Knesset, but neither was 
able to get a clear majority. 

Israel television reported that 
60 Knesset members support Mr. 
Peres, while 54 members back Mr. 
Shamir.

KUWAIT (R) — An arbitration 
panel looking into Syria's closure 
in 19S2 of a pipeline pumping 
Iraqi oil across its territory has 
postponed a hearing scheduled for 
Sunday, a spokesman for the 
panel said. 

The panel, a judicial tribunal set 
up under the auspices of the Org- 
anisation of Arab Petroleum Exp- 
orting Countries (OAPEC). set no 
new date for the hearing. 

The tribunal was expected to 
deliver a ruling on procedural 
matters before main issues are 
touched. But certain members are 
unable to attend a session Sunday, 
according to the spokesman. Riad 
Dawoudi. 

Iraq, at warwith Iran since Sep- 
tember 1 980. is pressing for a 
re-opening of the pipeline and 
compensation for lost revenue. 

Iraq’s oil exports have fallen by 
about two-thirds to around one 
million barrels a day since the pip- 
eline through Syria to the Med- 
iterranean was closed and its Gulf 
ports were blocked by the war. It 
now relies on an oil pipeline thr- 
ough Turkey. 

The judicial tribunal last met in 
Kuwait on April 30, and adj- 
ourned its hearings to allow the 
submission of further documents. 

Syria supports Iran in the Gulf 
war and argues that the closure 
was an act of sovereignty over its 
territory. 


Ariane 3 places two satellites in orbit 


PARIS (Agencies) — Europe’s 
powerful new Ariane 3 rocket 
smoothly placed two satellites into 
space orbit Saturday minutes after 
blasting off from a jungle lau- 
nching ground in French Guiana. 

West Europe’s first two- 
satellite rocket, launched under a 
programme being conducted by 
the 11 -nation European Space 
Agency (ESA), lifted off at Kou- 
rou Space Centre on the north 
coast of South America at 1333 
GMT. 89 minutes behind sch- 
edule. 

The delay was attributed by an 
ESA official to the failure of adev- 
ice monitoring a valve, delaying 
the countdown at two stages. The 
valve itself was found to be wor- 
king perfectly. 

Some 18 minutes into its flight 
the Ariane injected the European 
Communications System satellite 
ECS 2 into orbit 36.000 kil- 
ometres above the equator. 


The second satellite, Telecom 1 
owned by France's tel- 
ecommunications agency, fol- 
lowed into a similar orbit four 
minutes later. 

Two strap-on solid fuel booster 
tanks which separated from the 
rocket after 40 seconds ptve Ari- 
ane the extra power >..cded to 
push a 2.6 metric tonnes payload 
into space. The smaller Ariane 1 
last May launched a 1.8 tonne 
American satellite. 

Spectators watching a live relay 
of the launch in Paris cheered and 
visibly sighed with relief as the 
48-metre gleaming white rocket 
lifted off from its launch pad. 

Seven second into the flight the 
boosters ignited for a 30-second 
burn whose extra thrust made the 
rocket, the 10th launched in the 
ESA’s Ariane programme, its 
most powerful to date. 

The agency was set up in 1975 
and groups the European Com- 


munity members except Lux- 
embourg and Greece with the add- 
ition of Spain. Sweden and Swi- 
tzerland. 

An ESA spokeswoman said 
that by the end of the 1980s the 
agency hoped to hate almost 30 
per cent of the satellite launch 
market, at present dominated by 
the United States. 

The satellites are worth bet- 
ween $25 and $30 million each, 
according to Arianespace^a pri- 
vately owned West German ind- 
ustrial and banking group which 
took over the launching of the 
rockets ftom the ESA last May. 

The countdown began 28 hours 
before the launch, originally sch- 
eduled for 1204 GMT Saturday. 
Security around the base was tig- 
htened after a French left-wing 
group called Action Direct* bom- 
bed the agency's headquarters in 
Paris on Thursday night (See page 
«L 
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Air France hijackers seek 
political asylum in Iran 
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TEHRAN fR) — The three hijackers of Air France 
jet who surrendered in Tehran on Thursday have 
asked for political asylum in Iran, a Foreign Min- 
istry spokesman said Saturday. 


The spokesman, quoted by the 
Iranian News Agency IRNA. said 
the hijackers were in detention 
while investigations continued. 

The three had been identified as. 
Muslims from Lebanon. IRNA 
reported the spokesman assaying. 

IRNA quoted the spokesman as 
saying the hijackers had retrieved 
arms and explosives from their 
baggage in the cargo hold on the 
pretext of getting medicine for a 
passenger. 

French newspapers have acc- 
used the Iranian government of 
complicity in the hijack, which sta- 
rted on Tuesday when the Boeing 
737 was commandeered on a 
flight tTom Frankfurt to Paris. 

The hijackers had demanded 
the release ot five men jailed in 
France for their pan in a failed 
tyflO attempt to kill former Ira-, 
nian Premier Shapur Bakhiiar. 

French European Affairs Min- 
ister Roland Dumas, who headed 
a crisis team in Paris, said the gov- 


ernment had not negotiated with 
the hijackers on the demand. 

Hostages relate ordeal 

Some 60 hostages in the Air 
France hijack were Saturday rec- 
overing from their two-day ordeal 
which many of them said they had 
feared would end in disaster. 

The passengers and crew of the 
Boeing 737 who were freed at 
Tehran Airport on Thursday arr- 
ived in Paris late Friday night to a 
formal welcome by French Prime 
Minister Laurent Fabius. 

Their nightmare over, the hos- 
tages suddenly became celebrities 
as they were re- united with family 
and friends under the glare of tel- 
evision camera lights in the V.I.P 
lounge at Paris Orly Airport. 

The hijack began on Tuesday 
when three young men seized con- 
trol of the plane of a flight from 
Frankfurt to Paris, and forced the 
pilot to fly to Geneva. Beirut. 
Cyprus and finally Tehran. 


After threatening to kill eve- 
rybody on board, the hijackers 
eventually freed their hostages 
after fixing explosives which des- 
troyed the cockpit moments later. ■ 

A key question put to the hos- 
tages on their arrival here was 
whether the hijackers had been 
given guns and explosives in Iran, 
an accusation made by most . 
French newspapers. 

Pilot Jean Nicol said the wea- 
pons were produced only after the 
plane, landed at Tehran, but he 
added: "We have absolutely no 
idea where they came from." 

The first to see the guns was 
British Nurse Jane Wellington, 
who had been treating one of the 
hijackers for an eye complaint. 

“I don’t see how they could 
have brought them on at Fra- 
nkfurt because we were all tho- 
roughly searched." she said. 

Many of the passengers said 
their worst moment came near the 
end in Tehran when one of them 
was threatened with a pistol and 
the hijackers fixed plastic exp- 
losives to the interior of the plane. 

After the explosion, the hij- 
ackers. described Friday by Pre- 
sident Khamenei as “three young 


Israelis, Arabs unite to oppose Kahane 


TEL AVIV — Israeli Jews and 
Arabs united to mourn a rally Sat- 
urday as part of an intensifying 
effort to oppose extremist Rabbi 
Meir Kahane. who won a seat in 
parliament last month on an 
anti-Arab platform. 

Since his election politicians, 
police and legal experts have sou- 
ght ways to counter the influence 
of the American-born rabbi, who 
wants to expel Israel's 650.000 
Arab citizens and the 1 .3 million 
Palestinians under Israeli rule in 
the occupied territories. 

Jews and Arabs were to march 
against Kahane in a rally in the 
Arab village ot Umm A I Faham. 
where Kahane has vowed to set up 
an emigration office to sign up. 
Arabs willing to leave Israel. 

Arabs from nearby villages, 
members of collective agricultural 
kibbutz settlements, left-wing pol- 
iticians and conservative rabbis 
were expected to attend. 

The rabbis arrived to stay with 


Arab families in Umm A1 Faham 
Friday to avoid desecrating (he 
Jewish sabbath by travelling on 
the day of rest. 

“We feel it is important that the 
Arab citizens of Israel see with 
their eyes a rabbi doesn't mean a 
racist." said Rabbi Jeremy Mil- 
gram. 

Kahaue has vowed to make full 
use of the parliamentaiy immunity 
he now enjoys to press his anti- 
Arab stance. He has already led 
supporters through markets in 
occupied Jerusalem, telling stall 
vendors he planned “to take care 
of the arabs”. * 

Kahane. who first gained pub- 
licity as the leader of the militant 
New York-based Jewish Defence 
League, has been jailed more than 
20 times in Israel for attacking 
Arabs. 

Three of his supporters have 
been arrested since the election 
for trying to disrupt an Arab press 
conference in Tel Aviv and police 


are investigating complaints that 
other Kahane supporters beat up 
two bedouin Arabs in the Negev 
Desert. 

President Chaim Herzog broke 
with tradition by refusing to invite 
Kahane to coalition consultations, 
the first time an elected party has 
ever been excluded from the talks. 
Kahane. whose Kach Party won 
25.000 votes, vowed to force his 
way into the president’s residence 
but when he arrived and was fir- 
mly told by police he could not 
enter he quietly left. 

Police officials have already 
sought advice from the attorney 
general to determine legal ways of 
coping with Kahane. 

Former Prime Minister Men- 
acheui Begin has briefly emerged 
from self-imposed seclusion to 
condemn Kahane’s election. 

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Koilek 
has headed a petition calling for 
anti-racism legislation aimed at 
thwarting Kahane. 


Syria got new Soviet missiles, report says 


AMNMAN (J.T.) — During the 
Lebanese civil war. the U.S. Sixth 
Fleet appeared off Lebanon in 
imposing array. Carrier planes 
and the USS New Jersey’s big guns 
pounded Syrian positions with vir- 
tual impunity, according to a rep- 
ort published in the Washington 
Post recently. 

This caused consternation in the 
Kremlin, the post quoted int- 
elligence sources . “Though the 
Lebanon intervention ultimately 
ended in iaiiure for the United 
States. Lhe Soviets learned a lesson 
from the U.S. power play”, the 
report said. 

“Now they have reportedly 
taken .measures to counter the 
threat posed by the Sixth Fleet." 


Classified intelligence repons ind- 
icate that the Kremlin has pro- 
vided Syria with long-range, 
surface-to-surface missiles cap- 
able of blowing U.S. warships out 
of the water. 

Pentagon sources have ide- 
ntified the missiles as the latest 
and most sophisticated in the Sov- 
iet arsenal: “ Shore- to-sea mis- 
siles. with a flat trajectory like the 
cruise missile." a 150-mile range 
and a short reaction time. They 
have just been deployed along the 
Syrian coast. 

This means that any craft in the 
eastern Mediterranean can be 
sunk. 

“ In naval warfare, reaction time 
is what really counts." one well- 


placed source was quoted by the 
Post as saying. "This missile gives 
the Sixth Fleet very limited rea- 
ction time." Earlier, the Soviets 
also rushed to Syria several SS2 1 s. 
with a 75-mile range and a 15- 
minute reaction time. 

According to a Pentagon rep- 
ort. the SS2 1 is a ground- 
to-ground missile “mounted on a 
transporier-ercctor-launcher.” 
which gives it mobility. Even more 
ominous, “the missile payload 
may consist of a low-yield nuclear, 
chemical or (conventional) war- 
head" 

The ami-ship missiles will make 
any replay of the Sixth Fleet's 
show of strength extremely risky.

"They should take note that 
with their attitude, the wave of 
terrorism against them will int- 
ensify day by day." he said.

KUWAIT (AP) — An Iraqi del- 
egation conferred Saturday with 
the Emir of Kuwait. Sheikh Jaber 
A1 Ahmed A1 Sabah on the latest 
developments in the 46- 
month-old Iran- Iraq war and nav- 
| igation in the Gulf. 

The Iraqi delegation, led by the 
Deputy Chairman of the Iraqi 
Revolution Command Council. 
Ezzat Ibrahim, had arrived une- 
xpected earlier in the day and held 
extensive talks with the Crown 
Prince-Prime Minister Sheikh 
Saad A1 Abdullah A1 Sabah. 

The delegation included the 
Minister of State lor Foreign Aff- 
airs Hamed Alwan. the Minister 
of Transport Abdul-Jabbar Al 
Assadi. and the Under-Secretary 
of the Ministry of Petroleum. 
Abdul Moneim Al Saman-ai. 

Attending the talks on the 
Kuwaiti side were the Defence 
Minister and Acting Oil Minister. 
Sheikh Salem Al Sabah and top 
officials of the Kuwaiti ministries 
of foreign affairs and petroleum. 

Informed sources said the latest 
developments in the northern 
Gulf war. including the status of 
navigation in the Gulf oil tanker 
lanes, and efforts to seek a pea- 
ceful solution to the war were dis- 
cussed. 

The two sides ‘'com- 
prehensively appraised the mil- 
itary. political and economic asp- 
ects” of the war in light of the app- 
arent lull in the so-called tanker 
war and the peace overtures that 
have emanated from Tehran lat- 
ely. the sources said. 


Freij says 
West Bank 
situation 
deteriorating 

KUWAIT (Petra) — Bethlehem 
Mayor Elias Freij has described 
the situation in the occupied Arab 
lands as extremely bad and con- 
tinuously deteriorating. 

Mr. Freij. who has just ended a 
visit to Washington and a tour of 
other countries to explain the 
condition of the Arab people 
under Israeli rule and the Pal- 
estine question, said that the West 
Bank municipalities are the last 
existing institutions elected in a 
direct democratic manner by the 
local population under occupation 
rule, and appealed to all Arab sta- 
tes to strengthen their ste- 
adfastness. 

Mr. Freij was quoted by the 
Kuwaiti daily AJ Siyassah as say- 
ing that he received SI million 
from Saudi Arabia as a first ins- 
talment of Saudi aid in support of 
the steadfastness of Bethlehem, 
and the money will be used to fin- 
ance development projects in the 
city. 

Asked to comment on sta- 
tements by Rabbi Meir Kahane. 
who said he plans to drive all 
Arabs from the occupied ter- 
ritories. Mr. Freij said that those 
were racist statements revealing 
“fascist and racist intentions". 

"West Bankers have con- 
demned these statements and 1 
held talks with U.S. officials on 
this subject." Mr. Freij said. 

" Kahane represents an example 
of those settlers coming from the 
U.S.. and unfortunately has been 
gaining many supporters of late." 
Mr. Freij added. 

Iranian 
guards 
open fire 
on workers 

PARIS (R) — An Iranian exile 
group said Friday Iranian Rev- 
olutionary Guards opened fire on 
striking workers at a Tehran soft 
drinks factory this week, injuring 
1 0 and arresting a large number of 
others. 

The Paris office of the People’s 
Mujahedin said in a statement that 
workers at the Sasan (Canada Dry 
Iran) Factory stopped work on 
Tuesday and staged a protest in 
the factory courtyard. 

Revolutionary Guards and the 
prosecutor's office strike force 
charged into the factory and ope- j 
ned fire on the crowd, the sta- 
tement said. 

Some of the injured were still 
undergoing treatment in Tehran 
hospitals. The arrested workers 
had been taken ro Evin Prison, it 
said. 

The Mujahedin statement said 
that the workers had struck for 
“various professional and political 
motives, including the decision to 
withhold extra wages which had 
been paid to workers for many 
years". It gave no further details. 


Peace plan fails to rid Beirut of militias

BEIRUT — Armed mil- 
itiamen are still very much in evi- 
dence in Beirut at the end of the 
first month of a Syrian-backed 
peace plan which banned them 
from the streets. 

The plan, in theory a historic 
step towards ending the nine year 
civil war, came into effect on July 
4 when the army took over militia 
positions on the Green Line div- 
iding the city. 

But motorists using newly- 
re-opened crossings between east 
and west Beirut are still likely to 
encounter militia checkpoints, 
often near army positions. The 
roads were closed after opposition 
militias seized control of west Bei- 
rut from the army on Feb. 6. For 
the next five months they fought 
almost non-stop against Falangist 
militiamen and army forces in the 
east 

Militia leaders finally agreed 
under the plan to disarm their for- 
ces in the capital and let the army 
take control, even giving it power 
to arrest militiamen if they carried 
arms or appeared in uniform in 
public. 

But armed and uniformed mil- 
itiamen are still on the streets — 
sometimes alongside army troops 
— and there are no signs of moves 
to force their withdrawal. 

In West Beirut men of the mai- 
nly Druze Progressive Socialist 
Party (PSP) set up a checkpoint 
nightly just two blocks from Prime 
Minister Rashid KaramPs office. 
Troops from the army’s all- 


Muslim Sixth brigade were seen 
recently driving through it and 
making no challenge to the mil- 
itiamen. At an East- West crossing 
near Beirut Port Atnal militiamen 
have several limes detained mot- 
orists for identity cheeks while 
soldien stood watching. The ■army 
has a checkpoint only 100 metres 
away. 

On the other side of the port in 
east Beirut , uniformed Lebanese 
Forces gunmen were seen this 
week driving along a coastal road 
aboard military trucks, again only 
metres from an army checkpoint. 

When U.S. Marines this week 
withdrew from guardposts outside 
the old American embassy in west 
Beirut to rejoin ships of the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet, it was PSP militiamen 
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rather than the army that provided 
armed cover for their withdrawal. 

On a seaside boulevard near the 
embassy the militiamen still mai- 
ntain a checkpoint they est- 
ablished in February. 

In some cases militiamen try to 
skirt the peace plan by keeping 
their guns out of sight and wearing 
civilian clothes while manning 
checkpoints. 

Amal fighters recently exp- 
lained that civilians do not have to 
stop at the “ voluntary ’ che- 
ckpoints. But a partly-uniformed 
militiaman added: "If we tell you 
to stop, you had better stop. I shot 
a man last week because he didn't 
stop.” 

Many people here blame both 


the army and militia leaders for 
the failure of this part of the plaiu ' 
and some leaders have voiced sce- 
pticism about the plan's ability to 
re-unite Beirut. 

The army has also failed to re- 
integrate brigades that split into 
all-Muslim or all-Christian units 
when the fighting began- 

A Christian army officer said 
recently it would be naive to ass- 
ume that Muslim troops would 
turn against Muslim militiamen or 
Christian soldiers ag.i/nsi Chr- 
istian gunmen. 

A Muslim army lieutenant exp- 
ressed a similar view on July 4 as. 
soldiers replaced militiamen along 
the Green Line, saying: " We have 
no real problem with AmaL They 
are our people.” 

The continued militia presence 
reflects a reluctance among militia 
leaders to let the army have full 
sway on security. 

PSP leader Walid Junbbm. a- 
member of the National Unity 
government, told militiamen in 
Beirut last month they "must 
remain on the alert. The battle 
might recur." 

He said the PSP had "a great 
number of sophisticated weapons 
and we need many men (to train 
on them)." 

“Lebanese Force s’* militiamen 
Nabil Zoghby remarked last Sat- 
urday as he watched army eng- 
ineers dismantle barricades on the 
Green Line: “I don’t know *hy 
they bother. Everybody fights for 
a few months, then they go home 
and take a rest. But in another few 
months, they'll be back here 
again.” 


Libya seeks to improve ties with Egypt 


CAIRO (R) — Libyan leader 
Muammar Oadhafi has recently 
sent a personal envoy to Egypt in 
an attempt to improve bilateral 
relations, the mass-circulation 
newspaper Akhbar Al Youm rep- 
orted Saturday. 

The editor of the weekly new- 
spaper. Ibrahim Se’ada. in a sig- 
ned article said the Libyan envoy 
came in the middle of Iasi month 
and met several senior Egyptian 
officials. 


“The envoy expressed Col. 
OadhafTs keen desire to improve 
Libyan relations with Egypt." he 
said. 

Mr. Se’ada said Cairo has wel- 
comed Col. OadhafTs initiative 
but similar attempts over the past 
two years to patch up his dif- 
ferences with Egypt did not pro- 
duce any positive results. 

Egyptian officials were not 
immediately available to com- 
ment on the report. 


Relations between the two cou- 
ntries have been strained since the 
Arab-Israeli war of 1973 due tn 
political differences. 

The two neighbours fought a 
border war in 1 977 and relations 
worsened after Egypt signed its 
peace treaty with Israel in 1979. 

Egypt had repeatedly accused 
Libya of carrying out sabotage 
attempts in Sudan, a top ally, but 
the charges have been denied by 
Libya. 


FBI investigating confidential document 
leak to Israeli group, newspaper says 


! AMMAN'XhT:)'— The Federal 
Bureau of Investigation (FBI) is 
investigating how the major pro- 
Israel lobbying group obtained a 
copy of a classified document that 
spells out American negotiating 
strategy in trade talks with Israel, 
government officials were quoted 
by Washington Post as saying. 

The document, a report from 
the International Trade Com- 
mission to U.S. Trade Rep- 
resentative William E. Brock, 
contains proprietary data supplied 
by American industries and other 
sensitive information for the neg- 
otiations. which began early this 
year, the report said. 

Trade officials said the report 
would give Israel a significant 
advantage in the trade talks bec- 
ause it discloses how far the Uni- 
ted States is willing to compromise 
on contested issues. Some of the 


proprietary information, mor- 
eover. could help Israeli bus- 
inesses competing with U.S. com- 
panies. officials said, the report 
added. 

According to the Post a spo- 
kesman for the American Israel 
Public Affairs Committee 
(A IP AC), the principal pro- Israel 
lobbying group in this country, 
acknowledged that the org- 
anisation had a copy of the report 
but said the lobbying group did 
nothing illegal.” 

On April 13 the National Ass- 
ociation of Arab Americans 
(NAAA) testified. before the U.S. 
Trade Policy Committee against 
establishing a Free Trade Area 
with Israel, according to an 
NAAA press release. 

Calling the idea dangerous, the 
NAAA pointed out that the pro- 
posal would threaten domestic 
industries and contradict broader 


U.S. foreign policy objectives. 
wbile prov id ing q uest ionable ben- 
efits to the American economy. 

“The size of the Israeli eco- 
nomy. its considerable instability 
and the high level of government 
intervention present inherent lim- 
itations for U.S. exports.” said 
Nizar Jwaideh. deputy executive 
director of NAAA. "Fur- 
thermore. Israeli objectives of 
dramatically increasing the let cl 
of high technology exports dir- 
ectly endangers our own high tec- 
hnology industries. And we .sho- 
uld not ignore the fact that Israels 
policies over the past years in occ- 
upied Arab territories of the West 
Bank. Gaza. East Jerusalem, the 
Golan Heights and southern Leb- 
anon — an area more than twice 
the size of Israel itself — have cre- 
ated enormous problems for_the 
United States and have effectively 
undermined U.S. peace efforts.

Ground-breaking ceremony opens new phase for ACOR

AMMAN — Exhorting friends 
and supporters that “we still have 
a long way to go”. Prince Ra’d Ibn 
Zeid Saturday officially broke 
ground at the site of the per- 
manent building of the American 
Centre of Oriental Research, 
which will be constructed during 
the coming 1 N months. 

The ceremony marks the cul- 
mination of the first phase of a 
fund-raising drive that aims to col- 
lect $3 million, hair to finance the 
permanent building of the Ame- 
rican Centre of Oriental Research 
(ACOR) and the other half to 
fund an endowment that would 
put ACOR on sound financial 
ground for many years to come. 

The ACOR fund-raising com- 
mittee. under the patronage of 
Crown Prince Hassan and the cha- 
irmanship of Prince Ra'ad. has 
raised SI. 2.8 million dollars to 
date in grants and pledges, thanks 
to the efforts of many members of 
the committee both in Jordan and 
the United States. 

The actual construction of the 
ACOR building, on a hilltop acr- 
oss the street from the University 
of Jordan, should start next 
month. The three-storey building 
will have a covered area of some 
1.500 metres, and will include a 
library, residential acc- 
ommodations, workshops and fac- 
ilities for lectures and classes. 

The ground-breakmgceremony 
coincided with the 1 5th ann- 


iversary of ACOR’s presence in 
Jordan, a period during which it. 
has developed into one of the most 
respected institutes of its kind in 
the Middle East, as well as a sym- 
bol of American- Jordanian co- 
operation in the field of arc- 
haeology and history. 

In recognition of its exemplary 
work. ACOR has received a sub- 
stantial gram from the United Sta- 
tes Agency for International Dev- 
elopment's Office of American 
Schools and Hospitals Abroad — 
the first time that an arc- 
haeological institute of this kind 
has ever been supported fin- 
ancially by U.S. AID. 

The Jordanian government con- 
tributed the land for the building, 
and scores of American and Jor- 
danian companies and individuals 
have donated cash and gifts in 
kind to the project. Among the 
major donors to date have been 
United Technologies, the East- 
West Group, the Dodge Fou- 
ndation. Harry W. Fowler. F.M. 
Johnson. Citibank. Int- 
ercontinental Hotels, the Jordan 
Cement Factories Company, 
Mobil Oil Corporation. Morgan 
Guaranty Trust Company, the 
U.S. Information Agency, the 
Central Bank of Jordan. Herman 
Miller. Inc., and Woodward and 
Dickerson. 

Noting the support of hundreds 
of friends throughout the Middle 
East and the United States. Prince 
Ra'ad expressed deep admiration 
and thanks for the work of ACOR 
in Jordan o'er the years. ‘’One of 
ACOR's outstanding ach- 


ievements.” he said, “has been to 
help integrate archaeology into 
the education of young Jor- 
danians. and to promote our und- 
erstanding of archaeology as a 
dynamic and interdisciplinary 
field of study that has many rel- 
evant applications to the problems 
of developing countries thr- 
oughout the area.” 

United Slates Ambassador 
Richard Viets. who departs 
Amman with his wife Marina this 
week, noted that ACOR is a 
“remarkable institution” that has 
brought great satisfaction and ple- 
asure to him during his three years 
in the country. 

Dr. Jim Sauer, president of the 
American Schools of Oriental 
Research, the ACOR parent 
body, in turn thanked Prince 
Ra'ad for his role as “the dyn- 
amo" of the fund-raising effort, 
and Crown Prince Hassan for his 
valuable patronage of the fund- 
raising drive. 

Dr. David McCreery, present 
director of ACOR. proposed that 
the remains of a Roman tower 
adjacent to the site of the new 
ACQR building be preserved and 
landscaped into a public park, for 
the enjoyment of the residents of 


the Tlaa Al Ali township in the 
area. He hoped the presence of 
ACOR near the University of 
Jordan and the existing British 
and German archaeological ins- 
titutes would further strengthen 
international co-operation in the 
field of Jordanian archaeology. 

Dr. McCreery also expressed 
special thanks to Director of Ant- 
iquities Dr. Adnan Hadidi. Mr. 
Mohammad Asfour. Habib Ass- 
ociates. U.S. AID and the many 
other individuals and institutions 
that have helped bring the 15- 
year-old dream of a permanent 
ACOR building to fruition. 

But. as Prince Ra'ad noted, only 
the first phase of the work has 
been completed, and considerable 
fund-raising efforts still have to be 
made to raise the remaining SI. 7

Ibn Tarif returns from freight discussions 

UPU rejects motion to oust 
Israel despite Arab calls 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A motion presented by Arab 
states to the Universal Postal Union (UPU) con- 
ference in Hamburg to expel Israel from its ranks 
was turned down by the conference chairman des- 
pite a sufficient number of votes to pass the motion, 
according to Under-Secretary of the Ministry of 
Communications Mansour Ibn Tarif who has just 
returned from the conference. 


Mr. Ibn Tarif said that the cha- 
irman suggested that the exp- 
ulsion issue be postponed but his 
proposal was met with protests 
from Arab delegates. However, 
another motion by African states 
for expelling South Africa from 
the UPU was passed unopposed. 
Mr. Ibn Tarif said. The United 
States had threatened to withdraw 
from the UPU if Israel was exp- 
elled. Mr. Ibn Tarif said. 

The UPU conference was ope- 
ned on June 16 by former West 
German President Karl Carsiens 
and lasted until July 27. The con- 


ference was attended by 800 del- 
egates representing 166 nations. 

According to Mr. Ibn Tarif the 
delegates discussed issues per- 
taining to postal services and fre- 
ight charges in addition to other 
related topics. 

The conference recommended 
that charges on all letters be raised 
by 50 per cent as of 1986 but kept 
air transportation charges for pos- 
tal material unchanged. Mr. Ibn 
Tarif said. 

Mr. Ibn Tarif delivered a speech 
to the conference in which he out- 
lined postal services in the country

said. 

He said that the courses, held in 
co-operation with the Institute of 
Public Administration, are within 
a comprehensive programme for 
improving the work and activities 
ot the voluntary societies in Jor- 
dan. Participants will hear lectures 
on the concepts of social ‘work, 
ways for developing local com- 
munities and social and labour leg- 
islations in addition to subjects 
connected with financial matters 
of the charitable societies. They 
will also draw up plans for their 
future activities and will discuss 
financing these programmes from 
different sources, the spokesman 
added.

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Managing our external economy

A far cry from ’73 

THE WALL Street JoumaJ recently called on the European Com- 
munity to be true to its own free-trade constitution by passing a 
Europe-wide law against the Arab boycott of Israel and those who 
trade with the Jewish state. “We suspect boycotting the boycott would 
not do the Europeans any ' harm, materially or spiritually ”, the new- 
spaper said in an editorial last week, suggesting that the Arabs violate 
their own doctrines whenever expediency demands. 

Weil, ir the issue of Jerusalem can be made into an electioneering 
game in the U.S., why can't a pro- Zionist newspaper call on Europe to 
ignore the Arabs, tbeir rights and their actions, almost totally? 

This is but a sign — a new sign — of how low the Arab image has 
sunk in the eyes of others — but mainly Europeans and Americans. 

The Wall Street Journal editorial apparently was inspired by the 
problems that have been plaguing OPEC lately: The oil glut, the 
railing prices, the increasing independence of the U.S. and Europe of 
Gulf supplies, and disagreements among the oil-producing members 
themselves over policy, quotas and prices. But what must have really 
encouraged Western governments and the press to take advantage of 
OPEC's latest surge in weakness is something else, albeit related to the 
organisation’s current problems, it is the reported Saudi deal to buy 
* 10 Boeing 747 planes for the kingdom's air force to be paid for by the 
sale of 30 million barrels of oil. 

The story goes something Hke this, again according to Western 
press reports. Prince Sultan, the Saudi defence and aviation minister 
and second-in-line to the throne, wanted to buy the 10 planes urgently 
and asked Sheikh Ahmad Zaki Yamani, the oil minister, to increase 
production by 30 million barrels. Sheikh Yamani understood that the 
barter deal would not be acceptable to other OPEC members and was 
reluctant to add 30 million barrels of oil to an already saturated 
market. But there was no way Prince Sultan would accept a com- 
promise on this. And, hence, the present confusion in the international 
oil market, with its negative impact on OPEC and, consequently, the 
Arabs. 

We are not saying that inter-Arab differences, and dashes among 
Third World countries, should not surface just to keep the West quiet. 
Arab League's, OPEC’s, or any other problems in the developing 
world are as inevitable as fights among the Europeans over milk and 
butter, and they could neither be suppressed nor bidden Bum the 
watchftil eyes of Western governments and the press. The difficulties 
being currently faced by the oil-producing countries are not the issue 
here. What we are really concerned about in the whole story, how- 
ever, is the newly-found tendency in the West to make light of wha- 
tever Arabs do and think nowadays. *-;<> . 

It was not enough for the Americans ta themselves be hostile to Arab 
rights and aspirations, it seems, that some of them are now caff tog on 
the Europeans to totally ignore us. A far cry from 1973, when the West 
really feared Arab power and influence, isn't it? What kind of dev- 
elopment is this, if not worrying?

Al Ra’i: Mines to keep us busy 

THOSE WHO planted mines in the Suez Canal and the Red Sea are 
interested in keeping the Arab Nation weak and preoccupied with its 
problems, and want to see Arab resources sapped in vain. It is clear 
that the mines were intended also to obstruct navigation in the 
waterways and keep both Egypt and North Yemen engaged in int- 
ernal affairs, and at the same time presenting the two countries as 
incapable of ensuring safe navigation in the Red Sea and the Suez 
Canal. These evil ideas could be concocted only by those who have 
lost every sense of civilisation and are planning to involve the Middle 
East in another whirlpool of bloody events that could remove the 
Palestine problem from the list of priorities of the Arab World. 

The enemies of the Arab World have seen in the return of Lebanon 
to stability and peace and the efforts of the PLO to re-organise its 
ranks and mobilise its forces as dangerous signs for them. The recent 
Soviet proposal for holding an international peace conference on the 
Middle East has caused panic among anti- Arab circles, which pro- 
mpted them to plant the mines in Arab waters and so cause tension 
and distract the Arabs from their original issue: the Palestine issue. 
The criminal nature of our enemies is clear and calk for vigilence and 
readiness to confront all eventualities. 

■Al Diistour: Black and white boundaries 

IT IS obvious that the Soviet Union is reaping the benefits of its 
sound policy towards the Middle East and benefiting from U.S. 
failures and double-standard dealings with the Arabs. Any observer 
of Middle East developments can clearly see what the SovieL Union 
has done over the past months: It has restored full diplomatic ties 
wiLh Egypt, sold Kuwait defensive weapons, improved its relations 
with Iraq and announced its proposal for convening an international 
conference to discuss a solution for the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

For its part, the U.S. has continued its biased attitude in favour of 
Israel, lost its credibility for its underhand dealing with the Arabs and 
lost the initiative for toturc peace mediation. 

The Soviet Union supports the Arab right and the struggle of the 
Palestinian people to regain their usurped territory and establish an 
independent state. The Soviet Union is siding with right and justice, 
while the U.S. is supporting the aggressor and continuously providing 
him with tools of destruction. The Soviets are succeeding where the 
Americans are failing because Moscow’s policies are stable and 
based on justice. America's blind backing for Israel has cost her all 
her friends in the region and above all its credibility. We hope that (he 
U.S. will follow the example of the Soviet Union and re-consider its 
policies towards the Arabs for the sake of protecting her interests in 
this region and achieving real peace. 

SawtAl Shaab: Harder after the election 

FOLLOWING THE Israeli election it is clear for the Arabs that the 
Israelis will pursue plans to expand their aggression and build more 
settlements in the occupied Arab lands. It is clear also that the Israelis 
will continue to detain Arabs, confiscate their lands and demolish 
their homes unhindered by a joint Arab action or deterred by Arab 
force. In the Golan Heights and In southern Lebanon Israel is fol- 
lowing similar policies and is instituting agents there to carry out 
work and help Zionist leaders achieve their goals. 

The Israelis are intent on maintaining the same policies as before 
towards the confrontation states: Syria. Jordan, Lebanon and Egypt 
despite two abortive attempts to tear away Egypt through the- Camp 
David agreements and Lebanon by means of a separate peace agr- 
eement. What Egypt ought to do is to demand from Israel to accept 
U.N. resolutions on the Middle East as a condition for returning the 
Egyptian ambassador to Tel Aviv. The other Arab states for their 
part, should find a way to end the downward trend in inter- Arab 
relations and build up their self-strength to ensure a united and 
Strong front vis-a-vis Israeli policies since after the elections, these 
policies are expected to be extremely aggressive. 


THE EFFICIENT man- 
agement of our external eco- 
nomy in the present cir- 
cumstances is the real test of 
the economic policy of the pub- 
lic administration. 

Enhansing economic sec- 
urity and stability and pre- 
venting crisis and bottlenecks is 
to a great extent contingent on 
the effectiveness and success of 
this side of the general eco- 
nomic policy practised by the 
state and its specialised ins- 
titutions. 

At the outset, let us have a 
general view of what went on in 
Jordan's external economy 
during 1983, as reflected in the 
national accounts just pub- 
lished by the Department of 
Statistics. 

Revenues earned by the 
country in foreign currencies 
during 1983 totaled JD 1288.3 
million, a decrease of only 
seven per cent in current pri- 


ces. This is the first time in 10 
years that foreign exchange 
receipts show a decline rather 
than the usual steady growth, 
but h is a small and manageable - 
percentage. 

These receipts originated 
from various sources. Taken in 
the order of their importance 
we find the proceeds of exports 
in goods and services agg- 
regating JD 639 million, tra- 
nsfers of Jordanians (and Pal- 
estinians) working abroad 
JD340.6 millions, external tra- 
nsfers to government JD 2,88.3 
million, property and ent- 
erprenenrial income from the 
rest of the world (net) JD 13.8 
million, and external transfers 
to private sector JD 6.6 mil- 
lion. As noticed, foreign aid 
was pushed back to the third 
place, which is a healthy dev- 
elopment and a step forward 
towards self-sufficiency, the 
final and long term target of 


Jordan- 

Each of these sources ref- 
lected a shortfall over 1982 
except for expatriates’ tra- 
nsfers, which showed a sub- 
stantial increase. Some pes- 
simistic observers speculate 
that the increase in this item 
may be resulting from the final 
return of some expatriates bri- 
nging along with them their 
accumulated saving s. which 
means — if true — that this 
cannot be taken as a con- 
tinuous trend of growth for 
many years to come. We are of 
the opinion that believes these 
transfers will continue at a high 
level for a long time, because 
most Jordanians working abr- 
oad are indispensable even 
under recession conditions. 

On the disbursements side, 
imports of goods and services 
payable in foreign exchange 
reached a record JD 1467.7 
million in 1983 but only one 


per cent over 1982. 

This indicates that during 
1983 we lived at a level 14 per 
cent beyond our means, inc- 
luding foreign aid and exp- 
atriate transfers. In other 
words, the reduction in Arab 
aid left 14 per cent of our req- 
uirements uncovered, an ind- 
ication that Arab aid was red- 
uced while still needed. 

These imparts were not only 
too much, relative to our red- 
uced earnings m foreign exc- 
hange, but also a little bit more 
than the imports of goods and 
services in the previous year. It 
is believed that JordanVimp- 
ons have now levelled off. and 
no more steep increases will 
take place from now on. 

Our receipts in foreign cur- 
rencies during 1983 declined 
by JD 96 million and. at the 
same time, our expenditure in 
these currencies increased by 
JD 15.1 million, thus the small 


gap. which appeared in 198- 
for the first time, increased by 
an additional JD If 2 .1 million 
in 1983. excluding errors and 
omissions. It is hoped that the 
adjustments taking place dur- 
ing 1984 will reverse this trend 
and reduce the gap sub- 
stantially of this year. 

What have wc done in 1 983 
to face the gap created by con- 
stant expenditure and less 
Arab aid? We borrowed from 
abroad. Net borrowings rea- 
ched JD 1.70.2 million for the 
government and JD17 million 
•for the private sector, and thus 
a small surplus in the balance of 
payments for the year 19S3 
was achieved. 

That policy can take care of 
the problem in the short run. It 
is hoped that a meaningful 
change is taking place in 1984 
by way of balance of payments 
management, through int- 
egrated and coherent policies 


in the ti'ical. monetary, and 
trade policies aiming Al a smo- 
oth and gradual but firm adj- 
ustment in our external eco- 
nomy. which proved lo he fie- 
xibte and manageable. 

So far. the Ministry of Fin- 
ance stands out as the active 
front that is, vigorously facing 
up to the challenge and ado- 
pting a rational ami tight pol- 
icy. Monetary and commerce 
authorities arc apparently tak- 
ing advantage of this tight fiscal 
policy and finding that they can 
afford moderate expansion and 
rather relaxed policies which 
could neutralise or reverse the 
effects of trying to reduce the 
deficit in the budget by imp- 
osing higher taxes, improving 
collection procedures, putting 
a cap on the volume of rec- 
urring expenses and pos- 
tponing curtain capital exp- 
enditures that can wan.

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What is behind Suez blasts?

CAIRO — The current spate of 
mystery explosions in the Gulf of 
Suez and the Red Sea are the first 
i such incidents reported sinte'thc 
1 strategic Suez Canal was swept bf 
mines and reopened for nav- 
igation nearly a decade ago. 

Underwater blasts have dam- 
aged at least eight merchant ves- 
sels since July 10. when a Soviet 
container ship entering the Suez 
reported being slightly damaged 
in an explosion. 

With the Suez Canal bringing in 
close to one billion dollars of rev- 
enue in transit tolls. Egyptian off- 
icials have played down the rep- 
orts. insisting the blasts were most 
likely caused by drifting exp- 
losives from oil rigs. 

But diplomatic sources in Cairo 
axe not so optimistic. 

“For 10 years you had noihing 
and now suddenly you have all 
these explosions in a scope of a 
few days. This is no coincidence." 
one diplomat said. 

Military expens believe the 
detonations, which have caused 
relatively slight damage so far. are 
caused by accoustic mines act- 
ivated by sound-detecting devices. 

There has also been speculation 
that anti-West elements could 
have dumped “home-made" 
mines into the sea from vessels sai- 
ling through. 

An average 60 ships, tankers 
and container vessels sail through 


the Suez Canal daily, bringing in 
an estimated $4 million a day in 
transit fees. 

The Suez Canal, opened in 
1 869 in the presence of Empress 
Eugenic of France, was closed to 
navigation for eight years during 
rhe Arab-Israeli wars to be re- 
opened by the late President 
Anwar Sadat in June 1975 amid 
great pomp and ceremony. 

During its closure, the 162 kil- 
ometre long canal linking the Red 
and Mediterranean Seas, whs 
mined and it took eitht years and 
the combined efforts of U.S. 
French. British and Soviet teams 
to clear the canal and its southern 
approaches. * 

For several years mine- 
sweepers accompanied vessels 
through the narrow anery To ens- 
ure their safety. Now more than 
nine years after they helped clear 
the canal, the Americans have 
sent in a 15-man mine-warfare 
team to scour the Red Sea app- 
roaches to the canal. 

While the first explosions were 
reported in an area about 25 nau- 
tical miles south of the canal, the 
latest blasts have taken place near 
the Bab El Mandeb Strait linking 
the Red Sea and the Indian 
Ocean. 

This has given credence to a 
claim lust week by a caller pur- 
porting to speak for a group cal- 
ling itself the “Jihad Org- 
anisation" who told news agencies 
in London his group had planted 
190 mines in the Gulf of Suez and 


Bab El Mandeb. 

The claim preceded the first 
reported explosions in the sou- 
thern tip of the Red Sea which 
came Thursday when a Greek and 
a Turkish ship were slightly dara- r 
aged. • • 'ijr 

' The blasts have coincided with f • 
the beginning of the Haj (Islamic 
Pilgrimage) season when hun- 
dreds of thousands of Muslims 
travel to Mecca. Saudi Arabia, by 
air. land and sea. 

The Saudi Port of Jeddah lies on 
the eastern flanks of the Red Sea 
and many pilgrims from Asia and 
states around the Red Sea such as 
Egypt. Sudan and Somalia travel 
by sea. 

The Egyptian Navy, which is in 
charge of the canaT s security, has 
intensified its patrols and res- 
idents in the port of Ismaiiia have 
seen Egyptian warplanes swo- 
oping low over the canal zone in 
recent days. 

Excavated from desert sand by 
French engineer Ferdinand De 
Lesseps — later dubbed the “fat- 
her of the canal” — the waterway 
is the West's shortcut to the GuU 
oilfields and the Far East, saving 
5.000 nautical miles in the route 
between Europe and Asia. 

But after the canal's closure fol- 
lowing the 1967 Arab-Israeli war, 
oil companies started building 
giant tankers, big enough to show 
a profit carrying crude around the 
southern tip of Africa and too big 
for the canal. 

The volume of oil passing thr- 


ough the canal, which can take 40 
percent of the world’s tankers, has 
gone down considerably. 

The war between Iran and Iraq 
has also affected tonnage through 
the waterway iand-.-Suez- Canal 
Authority Chaijt$anJVfo*mjtoiatL 
Ezzat Adel recently- said" tonriage 
picked up in June after falling 7.6 
per cent in May compared to the 
previous years figures. 

June tonnage was 1.5 per cent 
up on 1983's monthly average. 

There now are plans to widen 
the canal by 50 metres under a 
second stage of an expansion sch- 
eme due for completion in 1987. 

The late Egyptian President 
Gamal Abdul Nasser nationalised 
the Suez Canal Company in July 
1956 in retaliation for the West' s 
withdrawal of a promised ban to 
finance the cost of the Aswan 
Dam on the Nile. 

In November 1 956. British and 
French forces invaded the canal 
zone a few days after Israel att- 
acked Egypt. The canal was blo- 
cked by Egyptian forces, who sank 
a large number of vessels laden 
with concrete. 

•The Middle Eastern war of June 
1967 again resulted in the closure 
of the canal. Israel fortified its 
Bar-Lev Line on the waterway's 
eastern bank. 

But in 1973, Egyptian forces 
crossed the canal and destroyed 
the Israeli fortifications, paving 
the way for the re-opening of the 
waterway in 1975,-

GENEVA — The number of Vie- 
tnamese risking tong voyages in 
leaky boats to escape their country 
has dwindled, but United Nations 
officials say the perils for those 
who still make the attempt have 
increased. 

These days almost half the boat 
people who make a landfall report 
they have been attacked at least 
once by pirates off the Thai coast. 
The cruelty of the attacks, by men 
who routinely rob. rape, abduct 
and murder their victims, has inc- 
reased, the officials say. 

Even if the boat people in their 
frail, overcrowded vessels suc- 
cessfully run the gauntlet of pir- 
ates. they now have to contend 
with what one U.N. refugee off- 
icial described as “criminal neg- 
ligence” by ships' captains who 
flout traditional rules of seafaring 
morality. 

This was highlighted in the lat- 
est of a series of harrowing acc- 
ounts of boat people reported by 
the office of the U.N. High Com- 
missioner for refugees ( UNHCR). 

.' . A group of 84 left Vietnam on a.- 
small motorised ffehing boat early , 
last month. They apparently esc- 
aped the attention of pirates but ‘ 
their luck was short-lived. 

Soon their engine broke down 
and they drifted helplessly for a 
month across one of the world's 
busiest shipping lanes towards the 
Philippines. 

When they reached Santa Cruz 
in northern Philippines two days 
later, only 16 were still alive. The 
other 68 men. women and chi- 
ldren had perished of thirst and 
hunger. As they died, those still 
alive pushed their corpses ove- 
rboard. 

UNHCR said some 40 big mer- 
chant ships sailed close by the tiny 
fishing boat ignoring distress sig- 
nals and appeals for help. 
i It was understandable, if ine- 
xcusable. that vessels shied away 
from picking up boat people in dif- 
ficulties because of the problems 
of finding a port will tog to let them 
land, UN. officials said. But not to 
stop and offer help m the form of 
water and food was as inc- 
omprehensible as it was rep- 
rehensible. 

Generally the number of ref- 


ugees is declining, partly because 
the tew- boats remaining in Vie- 
tnam arc either well guarded or 
too small or decrepit for even des- 
perate boat people to contemplate 
an ocean \oyagc. 

Recent good sailing weather has 
increased the number oT arrixals. 
however. There were- 4.555 in 
May. up from an average nt 1.50!) 
in earlier months this year. 

Vietnamese emigrating legally 
under an “orderly departure" 
scheme agreed with Hanoi tot- 
alled 2,594 in May. Total arrivals 
last year dropped to 28.055 thr- 
oughout Asia from a 1979 peak ot 
202.158. 

UNHCR officials talk of arr- 
ivals. not departures. They have 
no firm estimates for the number 
of refugee boats that never reach 
the shore of whose passengers 
drown or are murdered by pirates. 

Totting up refugee accounts. 
UNHCR puts the number of peo- 
ple killed by pirates since it began 
compiling data in 1982 at some 
I. SiX). More than 2.300 women 
and girls have been raped, many 
repeatedly, and 850 who were 
abducted remain missing. 

.v. The UNHCR last month gave 
ifthfc Thai government 2.1 million 
-dollars to help it fight the pirates. 
But an ami-piracy campaign, now 
in its third year, appears to have 
had litdc effect in stemming the 
attacks, diplomatic sources said. 

Diplomats say that donors to 
the scheme. 12 Western countries 
and Japan, arc still uncertain 
about Thai determination to com- 
bat pirates. 

Last month four pirates were 
sentenced to jail in Thailand in a 
trial coinciding with a visit by Pope 
John Paul to Thai refugee camps 
and a visit to Washington by the 
Thai prime minister. General 
Prem Tiosulanonda. 

But earlier, diplomats said, 
there had been well-documented 
reports of Thai authorities towing 
refugee boats from Vietnam back 
out to sea. 

In Bangkok. Thai officials deny 
they are not pursuing pirates. vig- 
orously. They say Thailand has 
insufficient resources to stop all 
pirates operating in the Gulf of 
Thailand, which covers more than 
300,000 square kilometres, but 
say their efforts have contributed 
to the decline in piracy. 


Sinn Fein reviews strategy after election

BELFAST — The political wing 
of the Irish Republican Army 
(IRA) is to hold an inquest into its 
poor showing in European ele- 
ctions after admitting that its" bal- 
lot and bullet” strategy is som- 
etimes hard to reconcile. 

Sinn Fein, which openly sup- 
ports a violent campaign by the 
outlawed IRA to end British rule 
in Northern Ireland, finished well 
behind moderate Nationalist lea- 
der John Hume in elections last 
month to the European Par- 
liament. 

The party treated the vote as a 
straight battle for the support of 
the 500.000-strong Catholic Nat- 
ionalist minority in the province 
and predicted it would beat Mr. 
Hume on the first count in the 
poll, conducted by proportional 
representation. 

But, with the help of votes from 
other parties. Mr. Hume romped 
home with 151.000 votes, the hig- 
hest poll in his career. Sinn Fein’s 
Danny Morrison was well behind 
with 91,000. 

In a frank interview this month 
with the Catholic Irish News. Sinn 
Fein President Gerry Adams adm- 
itted he was disappointed at the 


result and said a “lengthy, detailed 
post-mortem" would be held. 

Mr. Adams and Mr. Morrison 
together deviled Sinn Fein’s 
twin-pronged electoral strategy 
combining political and military 
action under the slogan “a 
ballot-paper in one hand and a 
rifle in the other.” 

While admitting the party had 
miscalculated the extent of Mr. 
Hume’s support. Adams also akn- 
owledged that some potential Sinn 
Fein supporters might have been 
pm off by IRA violence, par- 
ticularly where civilians were inv- 
olved. ' 

“ In this election I think a sec- 
tion of the nationalist electorate, 
who may agree with Sinn Fein, 
who may even agree with Irish 
independence, don’t like IRA 
operations in which civilians are 
killed or injured,” Mr. Adams 
said. 

Such operations enabled the 
Catholic hierarchy, "the most 
powerful political force in Ire- 
land". to urge people to withdraw 
their support, he added. 

While avoiding any direct cri- 
ticism of recent IRA action. Mr. 
Adams expressed his regret at the 
shooting of a girl killed leaving 
church last April by IRA gunmen 
aiming at her father, a magistrate. 


Her death, which was con- 
demned by all sides, was one of a 
□umber of IRA actions over the 
past year that clearly caused acute 
embarrassment to the Sinn Fein 
leadership. 

Last December, a policeman 
and a soldier were killed in a gun 
battle in the Irish Republic during 
the rescue of a prominent Dublin 
businessman held for ransom by 
the IRA. 

The killings appeared to violate 
a traditional IRA ban on actions 
against security forces in the Irish 
Republic. 

A day later, a huge bomb pla- 
nted in a car outside Hatreds, the 
exclusive London department 
store, killed six people and Injured 
90 others. 

This appeared tobreak a pledge 
given by a masked IRA man at 
Sinn Fein's congress in Dublin a 
month earlier that, while the cam- 
paign of violence would continue, 
’civilians would be spared. 

Adams himself warned at the 
same congress that “ revolutionary , 
force” must be controlled and dis- 
ciplined. 

Questioned on these apparent 
contradictions within the mov- 
ement, Mr. Adams told the Irish 
News he had always believed that 
purely sectarian actions — sho- 


oting someone just because he was : 
a Catholic or Protestant — were • 
immoral. 

Asked if there was likely to be 
some soul-searching wit ton the 
Republican Movement on the dif- 
ficulties of reconciling the ballot 
with the bullet, Mr. Adams said he 
presumed the . IRA reviewed its 
strategies and tactics periodically. 

An opinion poll published rec- 
ently may have given the mov- 
ement further food for thought. 

The poll among Nationalist vot- 
ers in 'Northern Ireland indicated 
thatonly 22 per cent of Nationalist 
supporters of Sinn Feiri and of 
John Hume’s Social Democratic 
and Labour Party (SDLP) bel- 
ieved the use of violence could be 
justified, while 63 percent did not. 

But the poll underlined the pol- 
itical schizophrenia of many Rep- 
ublicans by showing that 40 per 
cent of SDLP voters considered 
the IRA to be “patriots and ide^ 
alists”, while only 32 percent disr' 
agreed. 

The poll also indicated chat 
- fewer than, half of SDLP. voters - 
would refuse to support Sinn Fein 
under any rircomstanc^ a finding 
running counter to the. con- 
ventional wisdom that support for 
the two parties was mutually exc- 
lusive.

He was 
about to reply when his wife 
chipped in: “What is missing is 
the 800 fils - that the super- 
market man gyped us for. I am. 
sure be does Tt every day with 
us.” The mystery was dee- 
pening, I thought, and 'could 
not make up my mind whether 
to flee the scene or take my 
chances with the flying objects. 



But fleeing would not have 
helped me to locate my cam- 
era, so I decided to plunge in. 

I suggested that we all sit 
down and sort it out in a civ- 
ilised way: The couple, glaring 
. at each other and giving the 
impression that each would go 
for the other’s throat at the fiik 
given opportunity; sat down 
and the story was slowly unf- 
urled. 

It seemed that their quarrel 
was over a shopping bill for 
goods they bought at a sup- 
ermarket. The wife said that 
while the total they paid at the 
supermarket was five dinars 
and 900 fils, the actual bill was 
only forfive dinars and 100 fils. 
I asked how come she was so 
sure. She showed me the cash 
register sales slip which said the 
total was five dinars and 900 
fils, but an item-frg-item cal- 
culation on an adamg machine 
proved that the total should be 
800 fils less. 

“Yes, I agree ” said the hus- 
band, “maybe the cash register 
is wrong. But I am not going 
back there and ask for the 800 
. fils refund.” His wife was fur- 
ious. -“Why can't you go? Do 
you think money falls from the 
skies to throw away 800 fils? 
A g ain, it is a matter of pri- 
nciple. Why should we allow 



the supermarket to make fools 
of us?” 


There we go again, 1 tho- 
ught, and hastened to make 
peace. It seemed that the wife 
was right, I told my friend. 
From my experience 1 had rea- 
ched the conclusion that not all 
supermarkets in town were 
honest, I told him. 

My friend looked suspicious. 
He asked why I thought that 
not all supermarkets were hon- 
est. Well, for one thing, roy fri- 
end’s experience was not a sol- 
itary one. I told him. “Do you 
mean to tell me they cheat 
you?” he asked. I said I did not 
know about the cheating part, 
but sure some of the cash reg- 
isters tend to act funny som- 
etimes. 

“Can you explain this?” he 
snatched the bill from his wife 
and thrust it at me. I looked at 
it and everything was all right, 
other than the “ mistake” in the 
total. I knew what was hap- 
pening. so I told them. 

Almost every model of cash 
registers is provided with a 
separate switch for controlling 
the printing of the sales slips. 1 
told him. In my friend's case it 
would have been very easy for 
the cashier to have switched 
the printing off when he made 
an additional entry of 800 fils 
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have their ways too 


and switch it again to proceed 
normally. 1 told him. Even if a 
person, like his wise wife, did 
compare the prices entered in 
the slip and of the items bou- 
ght, it was difficult to note the 
difference, 1 told him, unless 
the total was crosschecked. 

My friend was indignant. 
“Do you seriously believe it is 
possible”? He rose to his full 
five feet three inches. I hastily 
added it was only a probability 
and 1 was not accusing any one. 

“Now 1 know why the sup- 
ermarket man does not care to 
charge me any 100 fils or 150 
fils above a round figure,” the 
wife said, sounding as if she had 
just made a discovery. We tur- 
ned to her. “ And he is so gra- 
cious about it.” she continued. 

Did she usually go to a sup- 
ermarket for vegetables, I 
asked. Well, if she did. it would 
pay to be careful. I said. 
“Why”? she asked me. Some 
of the supermarkets which sell 
vegetables cheat on weights. I 
told her. “They just make a 
pretense of weighing the veg- 
etable on the balance, add cou- 
ple of hundred grammes or so. 
shout the weight aloud and ring 
it in the cash register." 

An eyewitness once told me 
of an incident when a cus- 
tomer’s little son broke the 


cover of a recorded cassette, 
the supermarket owner was 
very gracious about it and wai- 
ved' aside the lady's offer to pay 
the cost. “What was wrong 
with that?" My friend asked. 
Nothing, I told him, other than 
that the moment the cassette 
fell down, the supermarket 
owner made an entry of J D 1 in 
the register and there was no 
sales slip. Add to that the fact 
that broken cassettes are aut- 
omatically replaced by the dea- 
ler. I told them. 

My friend did not believe 
me. He demanded to know 
who the eyewitness was. 1 said 
it was a friend of mine who was 
a wholesale salesman for food 
stuffs, and who knew the inside 
and outside of the supermarket 
trade, mainly through his obs- 
ervation from a vantage point 
near the cash register where he 
happened to be. in the course 
of his sales talks with the sup- 
ermarket owner. 

My friend looked disturbed. 
“What is the world coming 
into? You can’t trust your own 
grocer." he wailed. 1 told him it 
was people like him to be bla- 
med for being careless not to 
check their money and the sal- 
eslips. 

"Of course.” his wife said, 
“heavens know how much 


money we have lost through his 
foolishness.” She turned to her 
husband: 

“ Now you know wc’vc been 
cheated. Are you going to gel 
that 800 fils back or not?’ she 
demanded. My friend looked 
at me. 1 shrugged. “ Okay. 1 will 
go and get it. and give the sup- 
ermarket owner a piece of my 
mind," he said. “Are you com- 
ing with me?" 

Before I could answer, his 
wife suggested it would be a 
good idea to use my car to ret- 
urn their stock of empty beer 
bottles. " I am sure we’ve more 
than a 100,” she said, “and that 
should get us at least eight din- 
ars, at 80 fils a bottle." 

“Who said you would get an 
80 fils refund per bottle?" 1 
asked her. “Of course, that is 
what we paid." she said. It did 
not mean that they would get 
that much back, 1 pointed out. 
they would be lucky to get 60 
fils each. 

“That is outrageous," she 
was angry. "Everytime we buy 
we pay SO fils deposit for every 
bottle of beer if we don’t have 
empties. How come they will 
return only 60 fils?" she asked 
me. I said I did not know, but 
that was how the arithmetics 
worked out at most of the sup- 
ermarkets. Of course if they 


wanted to get beer in exchange, 
they might gel 80 fils. I added. 

“Are there no regulations to 
protect us from (his kind of thi- 
every?” She asked. ! said 1 did 
not know, but would try to find 
out and it would be a good idea 
to keep her “ more than a 1 00” 
empty bottles with herself until 
then. 

My friend looked at me sus- 
piciously. as if trying to say it 
was a last-minute ploy 1 inv- 
ented to squirm out of having 
to take their bottles to the sup- 
ermarket. I kept a very straight 
innocent face, and he had to he 
contented with that. 

! could sense that his wife 
also wanted to say something, 
but then I was up on my feet 
and saying goodbye. 1 was nut 
of their door in a hurry and the 
next thing I know I was running 
down the stairs and panting at 
the door of my car. I goi m last, 
started the car and was doing 
60 before my friend could get 
down the stairs. 

1 thanked my stars for gel- 
ling myself out pf the situation, 
bui a second thought made me 
change my mind so fast; and 
that was the sad reminder that I 
was nowhere near the retrieval 
of my camera which was the 
prime intention of my "social" 
visit to ray friend. 
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World Food Programme approves $558m aid 


ROME — Food aid totalling 5558 
million was approved this early 
June in Rome oy the governing 
body pf the World Food Prog- 
ramme (WFP), the Committee on 
Food Aid Policies and Pro- 
grammes (CFA), to support 34 
projects for social and economic 
development in 22 countries. Of 
the total, 17 were new projects 
and 17 expansions of on-going 
projects. In terms of actual food it 
wifl mean over one million metric 
tons and this is the highest com- 
mitment ever made by the com- 
mittee at a single session, most of 
iL going to least developed and/or 


low-income food deficit countries. 

Food sent by WFP, the food 
aid arm of the United Nations sys- 
tem. is used as part payment of 
worker^ wages, as an incentive to 
volunteers and for meeting the 
nutritional needs of vulnerable 
groups, especially mothers and 
children, through feeding pro- 
grammes. 

Of the projects just approved. 
24 are to boost agricultural and 
rural development in Angola (two 
projects), Bangladesh. China 
(seven projects), Comoro Islands. 
Cuba, El Salvador, Ghana (four 
projects), Guatemala, .Guinea 


Bissau, Honduras, Niger. Senegal. 
People's Democratic Republic of 
Yemen (two projects). 

The remaining 10 projects are 
for feeding of vulnerable groups 
and in primary schools (Ban- 
gladesh, Botswana, Brazil, Chad. 
Cyprus, Jamaica. Jordan, Nepal, 
Pakistan and Syria). 

The approved projects included 
$ 1 1 .4 mill ion for Ghana, aimed at 
'rehabilitation of the transport inf- 
rastructure of the country. WFP 
designed the project in close col- 
laboration with the World Bank 
which is financing part of the costs 
of port and railway rehabilitation. 


Among the other 33 projects 
the largest were: 

Brazil: $38.9 million for pri- 
mary school feeding in the dep- 
ressed areas of the north-eastern 
region. 

Cuba: 535.1 million for dairy 
development. 

Syrian Arab Republic: $30.1 
million for women's training sch- 
emes. vulnerable groups and pri- 
mary schools. 

Chad: 521 million for the reh- 
abilitation of vulnerable groups. 

Ghana: $41.5 million for land 
and water development works and 


559.3 million for vulnerable gro- 
ups. 

Pakistan: S33 million for sup- 
plementary feeding of mothers 
and preschool children. 

For China the committee app- 
roved seven projects for a total 
cost to WFP of $81.3 million in 
support of agricultural and fis- 
heries development. 

In addition, the committee 
noted that the executive director, 
on his own delegated authority, 
had approved 17 projects of up to 
$1.5 million in food value for 13 
countries. — WFP release.

Tale of imprisonment told 



Mansour discusses arrest by Israelis

MIKE MANSOUR had been in 
his native Palestinian village of 
Deir Dibwan in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank for a month 
before the trouble started. 

He was standing outside his 
father-in-law’s home on April 2 
when he was arrested and thrown 
into an Israeli prison. 

"1 was waiting for dinner and I 
stepped outside.” the 44-year-old 
Albuquerque. N.M.. jeweler said. 

Two Israeli officers approached 
him and told him to get into their 
vehicle. "They had guns so 1 dicin' t 
argue with them.” Mansour said. 

The Palest ini an- American was 
taken to a prison where “they put 
a bag over my head, handcuffed 
me and beat me.” he said. “They 
made me stand all night.” 

Prison beatings 

•’ I would kneel and stand, and if 1 
complained, they beat me up.” he 
said. 

■ After 22 days in captivity. Man- 
sour was released from prison in 
Ramallah after intervention from 
.the U.S. Consulate in Jerusalem 
and pressure from his New Mexico 
congressmen. 

Mansour, a reserve sheriff s 
deputy in Albuquerque who has 
raised funds for Palestinian and 
Lebanese children, was in Hou- 
ston recently speaking to mem- 
bers of the American-Arab 
Anti- Discrimination Committee 
about his ordeal. 

He said he believes he was arr- 
ested because the Israelis “want to 
discourage people from coming to 
the West Bank. They want to put 
fear in the beans of Palestinians 
and Arabs.” 

'Paranoid* captors 

■* I think they were very paranoid 
and didn't know what they were 
getting into with me,” he said. 

Mansour. who has a heart con- 
dition. said he was denied his reg- 
ular medication by the Israeli jai- 


lers. On the 17lh day of his cap- 
tivity, he had a heart attack in the 
prison and was left untreated, he 
said. 

“1 was left for five hours with 3 
heart attack.” he said. 

Later, he did receive medical 
attention and his health is fine 
now. 

In prison. Israeli officials 
“asked me the names of Pal- 
estinians in Albuquerque and in 
my mothers'* village.” Mansour’ 
said. 

They promised to release him if 
he would co-operate by providing 
information about those people, 
he said. 

Mansour refused and “they 
beat me again.” he said. 

Later, after his family garnered 
U.S. political pressure to demand' 
his freedom. Mansour was rel- 


eased. The jailers told him “to 
keep my mouth shut and if 1 say 
anything, they’ll get me in Ame- 
rica,” he said. 

However. Mansour said he 
doesn't intend to stay quiet about 
the torture he suffered in the Isr- 
aeli prison. “It was a very hor- 
rifying situation,” he said. 

Mansour went to the Wesl Bank 
to visit his ailing mother even tho- 
ugh she had warned him a visit to 
the Israeli-occupied area might be 
dangerous. 

“And I will go back next year 
because ray mother is sick.” he 
said. His mother suffers from dia- 
betes and high blood pressure, he 
said. 

Mansour had not been to his 
homeland for 22 years when he 
made the trip last spring — ADC 
report.

Retton vaults to Olympic glory 



LOS ANGELES (R) — Mary Lou Retton donned the 
golden erown of Olympic princess Friday night 
when she vaulted to perfection under incredible pre- 
ssure to win the women’s individual overall gym- 
nastics title. 


The 16-y ear-old American sch- 
oolgirl twisted and spun through 
the air in her final event to scoop 
America’s first medal in the com- 
petition after Romania's World 
Champion Ecaterina Szabo had 
set what looked an impossible tar- 
get. 

Szabo had scored 10 on the 
beam and 9.95 on vault to ove- 
rhaul the slender lead Retton car- 
ried into the final. 

Then the 17-year-old world 
floor champion finished her pro- 
gramme with a 9.90 on the asy- 
metric „ bars. Retton needed 9.95 
to de for gold or 10 to win out- 
right : 

The American rose to the cha- 
llenge. With the arena hushed she 
galloped down the runway, bou- 
nced off the springboard — and 
scored 10 on her first attempt. 

With the crowd still cheering 
her triumph. Retton flew high 
over the apparatus a second time 
for another perfect mark. She 
need not have bothered. Once was 
enough Lo reach her winning total 
of 79.175 points. 

Szabo, who seemed set to sweep 
to her second gold of the games 
following Romania's team tri- 
umph two day’s ago was left with a 
silver on 79.125. Teammate Sim- 
ona Pauca took the bronze on 
.78.675. 

It was a remarkable per- 
formance from the powerful Ret- 
ton who is coached by Romanian 
Bela Karolyi, former coach to 
1976 Olympic Champion Nadia 


Comaneci. The West Virginia 
girrs total was just 0.1 points beh- 
ind Comaneci's score eight year’s 
ago. 

‘Retton had looked out of con- 
tention after scoring only 9.85 on 
the asymetric bars and 9.8 on the 
beam — the achilles heel of all the 
Americans. 

Szabo opened her campaign 
with a brilliant beam display. At 
one point she strung together four 
successive back flips to travel the 
length of the narrow apparatus 
without wavering.

Canto added the Olympic 20 
km walk title to the World Cha- 
mpionship crown he won in Hel- 
sinki last year. 

Undeterred by the fierce 
strength-sapping heat, the little 
2 4-y ear-old Mexican raced home 
ahead of teammate Raul Gon- 
zalez and defending champion 
Maurizio Damflano of Ttaly in the 
fastest time recorded in the Oly- 
mpics. 

His time of one hour 23 minutes 
13 seconds was 23 seconds qui- 
cker than the mark Damflano set 
in Moscow In 1980. It assuaged 
the bitter Mexican memory of that 
day four years ago when def- 
ending champion Daniel Bautista 
was disqualified less than 2.5 kms 
from the end. 

“I felt tremendous emotion as I 
came into the coliseum. It was a 
feeling which will remain with me 
for the rest of my life.” Canto said. 

“ 1 knew that Raul Gonzalez was 
right behind and that this was a 
chance I couldn’t let pass. It was] 
now or never,” Canto was a pic- 
ture of exuberance as he donned 
ornate Sombrero and cel- 


an 


ebrated'his .triumph on a lap 
honour with Gonzalez. 

Losch was equally delighted 
with her golden triumph, eked out 
on her sixth and final heave of 
20.48 metres. It carried her to \ ic- 
tory over Romania’s Mihaela 
Loghin by the narrowest margin of 
one centimetre. 

The absence of Soviet-bloc ath- 
letes could be felt particularly in 
the women's events. But nobody 
in the sun-drenched coliseum 
could feel sold short by an array of 

glittering performances in the 
men’s track events. 

Leading the star-studded par- i 
ade were Lewis and fellow Ame- ( 
rican Edwin Moses, who extended i 

his winning streak to 103 races, 
when be qualified for the 400 met- 
res hurdles semifinals with the fas- 
test heal time of 4933 seconds. 

Lewis embarked on his quest 
for four gold medals with two con- 
nvincing outings in the 100 met- 
res. His spring-heeled 10.04- 
second clocking in the second heal 
confirmed him as the fastest man 
in the field after fellow American 
Sam Graddy had threatened to 
upstage him. 

The coliseum crowd will be ast- 
onished if Lewis, triple world 
champion in Helsinki, fails to win 
the final. It will be his first step of a 
bid to match the quartet of sprint 
and long jump titles achieved by 
fellow- American Jesse Owens in 
Berlin in 1 936.

He added 
another when he won the 100 
metres butterfly on Monday. 

Everyone in the swimming 
world thought the giant from Fra- 
nkfurt was certain to win his third 
Olympic gold in the 200 fly. Sie- 
ben was the real unknown of the’ 
seven survivors who fined up for 
the final hoping for nothing more 
than the silver against the man cal- 
led ‘the albatross'.

“We support developing cou- 
ntries' just demands that imp- 
erialist countries responsible for 
their economic" difficulties should 
considerably expand the transfer 
of resources to developing cou- 


ntries as a compensation for the 
damage caused by colonial plu- 
nder and neocolonial exp- 
loitation,” he said. 

The 17-day conference an-' 
ended by delegates from 115 cou- 
ntries is the main forum for global 
development questions taking 
place this year. 

Mr. Kruglov, deputy chairman 
of the Soviet state committee for 
science and technology, devoted 
much of his speech to the need for 
' disarmament to release more 
funds for development. 

* He denounced the West for 
unleasing the arms race and pra- 
. ised Soviet and Warsaw Pact dis~ 
.armament proposals. 

The delegate said the West was 
' using theensis to force developing 
countries to abandon socialist 


economic policies and grant con- 
cessions to multinational cor- 
porations. 

The West should reduce dev- 
eloping countries’ foreign debt 
and secure access to international 
credits for them on favourable 
terms, he said. 

Mr. Kruglov defended the Sov- 
iet Union’s own aid record, saying 
it had risen to 1 3 per cent of Gross 
National Product (GNP) in 1981 
from 0.9 per cent in 1 976. In 1 982 
it was 1.27 per cent of GNP, or 
about S12 billion. 

Hie United States has con- 
tributed a yearly average of 0.2 
per cent of its GNP since 1978, 
according to figures published by 
the overseas Development Cou- 
ncil, an independent research 
group. 


South African banks raise prime 

after austerity package

JOHANNESBURG (R) —South 
Africa’s leading banks said Friday 
they would raise their key lending 
rates to 25 per cent after a gov- 
ernment announcement Thursday 
night of an economic austerity 
package to try to curb inflation 
and bolster the rand.' 

Spokesmen at all five major 
banks said that prime lending rate, 
the interest charged to their most 
creditworthy customers, would 
rise soon from the current record - 
22 per cent 

Their moves had been for- 
eshadowed by an unprecedented 
credit-tightening package in 
which the government raised, 
money market interest rates by 
three percentage points and the 
ceiling on bank lending rates by 
five points. 

The package succeeded in bol- 
stering the rand, which had slu- 
mped to successive record lows in 
recent weeks in reaction to the 
soaring f U.S. dollar and the slu- 
ggish price of gold. South Africa’s’ 
main 'export. - 


After losing 12 U.S. cents in 
July, trie rand jumped three cents 
to 64.20 cents in confused and 
hectic early trading Friday before 
slipping back a cent. 

The government also promised 
a clampdown on excessive public 
spending, widely blamed by eco- 
nomists for South Africa’s parlous 
economic state. The measures 
seek to brake rapid money supply 
growth which the government bel- 
ieves is behind South Africa's high 
inflation rate of 11.7 per cent. 

In further efforts to dampen 
consumer spending, the gov- 
ernment tightened restrictions on 
hire purchase borrowings by sho- 
rtening repayment periods ' and 
raising m inimum down-payments. , 

The first reaction of bus- 
inessmen and economists was that 
the package would push the South 
African economy further into rec- 
ession. 

“The latest moves will ine- 
vitably result in higher une- 
mployment, more insolvencies 
and lower profits in many sectors 


Wall Street stocks close 
higher on record volume 

NEW YORK (R) — A stampede of institutional buying sent the 
£>ow lobes industrial average ftfcefcthe 1 .200-point barrier Friday for 
the first time in six months and. pushed stock market volume to its 
highest level in history. The surge was touched off by statistics 
indicating that economic growth is slowing down, easing pressure for 
higher interest rates. The Dow rose 36 points to 1202.08 and 236.57 
million shares were traded on the New York stock exchange. “It? s a 
buying panic,” said Mr. Dudley Eppel, senior vice president for 
Donaldson I -utkin Jenrette. ■‘The bond market is- heartened by the 
news and that jubilation is spilling over into the stock market,” said 
Mr. Hugh Johnson, senior vice-president for First Albany. The Fed- 
eral Reserve said Thursday, that the nation's basic money supply 
declined $1.7 billion in the week ended July 23. Friday’s advance was 
the biggest rise since Nov. 30, 1982, when the Dow-Jones average 
rose by 35.89.

N.Sea oil prices dip 


ROTTERDAM (R) — European spot oil markets 
were Friday unable to hold all the price gains seen 
Thursday, reflecting uncertainty over whether the 
recent slump had really bottomed out and a recovery 
was on the way. 

Traders on the Rotterdam spot 
market said they had been sur- 
prised by the $1 a barrel rise Thu- 
rsday, when North Sea Brent 
crude for September loading tra- 
ded up to $28.20 a barrel, com- 
pared to only S27 a week ago. 

In Friday’s European market, 
buyers were prepared to pay no 
more than $28 a barrel for Brent, 

$2 below its official price. 

The strong recovery of oil pro- 
ducts such as heating oil from five 
year lows also seemed to be fal- 
tering on the spot market after 
only three days, although traders 
said they did not expea prices tci 
fall to Monday’s lows. 

Thursday’s speculative rise in 
crude prices was fuelled mainly by 
optimism on Wall Street and in 
Commodity futures markets, 
combined with reaction to t he J uly 
price slump. 

U.S. oil traders and analysts 
appeared confident LhaL the mar- 
ket had bottomed out, though 
some warned a recovery could fiz- 
zle out. 

European buyers pointed to 
reduced shipments from pro- 
ducers such as Libya, Nigeria. Iran 
and Saudi Arabia to support the 
view that the slump was over. 

However, they said there was 
no sign yet of a recovery in dem- 
and from refiners and little reason 
to expea a quick return to official 
price levels. 

A meeting of the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) in Vienna last month 
agreed to leave its pricing str- 


ucture unchanged and maintain an. 
output cefiing of 1 7.5 million bar- 
rels per day (Wd) 

But with the market glutted, 
■crude prices slumped well below 
OPECs official levels. 

OH analysts in New York said 
the most important factor buoying 
the market was a reduction in 
OPEC crude production. 

OPEC July production of 18.5 

million b'd threatened to drown 
the market, but analysts said Saudi 
Arabia was cutting back its pro- 
duction by one million h/d to 
about 4.5 million b/d. 

Lower output in Nigeria and 
other cuts matched with a rec- 
overy in demand and restocking 
was enough to support the market, 
they said. 

Meanwhile in London, oil ind- 
ustry sources reported that British 
■Energy Minister Alick 
Buchanan-Smith had sent a letter 
to major oil companies last week 
asking them not to put pressure on 
the British National Oil Cor- 
poration (BNOCi to reduce con- 
tract prices for North Sea crudes. 

The companies were expected 
by analysts to respond sym- 
pathetically to the request, all- 
owing BNOC to leave its key price 
at S30 despite the lower price on 
spot markets. 

None of the major oil com- 
panies contacted by Reuters 
would confirm they received such 
a letter, however, and a gov- 
ernment spokesman refused to 
comment. 


One analyst said most oil maj- 
ors with North Sea production had 
refrained from pressing BNOC to 
cut prices even when prices for 
North Sea Brent blend had dro- 
pped some $3.50 a barrel below 
the official price on the spot mar- 
ket last week. 

“Oil majors with substantial 
production in the North Sea have 
largely taken the view that a stable 

market is in their long-term int- 
erest.” he said. 

Industry sources speculated 
that the reported letter was pro- 
mpted by a meeting rumoured to 
have taken place in London ear- 
lier Iasi week between Saudi Oil 
Minister Ahmad Z&ki Yamani 
and British Energy Secretary 
Peter Walker. 

The British government has up 
to now refused to become inv- 
olved in pricing North Sea oil, cla- 
iming the price BNOC sells its oil 
is merely a reflection of the mar- 
ket place. 

Bui the government is under 
strong pressure from OPEC 
members both to rein in North Sea 
crude production and to maintain 
the official price. OPEC members 
fear a cut by B NOC could trigger a 
chain reaction causing a price col- 
lapse. 

Analysts said the request, if 
confirmed, would be the first lime 
the government had expressed its 
views on pricing North Sea crude 
so openly. It would also be a 
means of signalling to OPEC and 
the trading community its desire 
to see a stable oil price. 

Government sources believe 
the present wide differential bet- 
ween spot and official prices is 
only temporary and spot prices 
should gain strength once oil com- 
pany stockbuilding recommences 
in the fourth quarter of the year. 


Murdoch drops bid for St. Regis 


NEW YORK (R) — Australian 
publishing magnate Mr. Rupert 
Murdoch dropped a bid for St. 
Regis Corp Friday but analysts 
estimate he could gain $33 million 
from his short-lived attempt to 
win control of the paper products 
firm. 

The withdrawal announcement 
was made by Murdoch's News 
International Company and the 
brief statement said the publisher 
“reserves all options” on the 
$1 .83 million St. Regis shares he 
acquired in recent weeks. 

Wall Street analysts predated 
that Mr. Murdoch would sell the 
shares at a big gain, as he did ear- 
lier this year when his bid for 


Warner Communications fell thr- 
ough. 

Mr. Murdoch, who owns papers 
in Britain.

U.S. unemployment rate increases to 7.5% 


WASHINGTON (R) — U.S. 
unemployment rose sharply by 0.4 
per cent to 7.5 per cent of the wor- 
kforce in July, the first increase 
since November 1982, the gov- 
ernment said Friday. 

The July increase from 7.1 per 
cent in June put unemployment 
back up to the same level as May 
and followed months of steady 
improvement in the jobs picture. 

The last time unemployment 
rose was November 1 982 when it

increased by 0.3 per cent to a 
post- World War II peak of 10.7 
per cent. 

The July jobless figure taken 
together with recent declines in 
. factory orders, new spending for 
construction, and leading eco- 
nomic indicators, tend to confirm 
the view that the economy’s rapid 
expansion in the first half of the 
year is moderating. 

The dollar fell sharply on Eur- 


opean foreign exchanges after the 
worse than expected une- 
mployment figures. 

Friday’s figures showed the 
number of jobless Americans inc- 
reased to 8 J million in July from 
8.1 million in June.

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Rescue workers clear debris as 
death toll in Madras reaches 32 


MADRAS, India (AP) — Rescue workers combed 
through debris Saturday at the Madras Int- 
ernational Airport in southern India in search of 
more victims, of a bomb blast that killed at least 32 
people. 


Officials speculated privately 
that the bomb had been planted in 
a suitcase by Tamil separatists 
who support the cause of Tamil 
extremists lighting for an ind' 
ependem state in Sri Lanka. 

They said the bomb was int- 
ended to explode either during a 
flight to Colombo or at the Sri 
Lanka Airport. Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi called the bombing 
"mindless” and joined Sri Lankan 
President Junius Jayewardene in 
calling lor a halt to terrorism. 

An Indian political group linked 
with Sri Lanka's Tamil separatist 
movement on Friday charged that 
the bomb blast was “the han- 
diwork of international terrorists 
of the Ltaiied States and Israel in 
collusion with the Sri Lanka gov- 
ernment.” 

But the group, the Liberation 
Tigers of Tamil Elams.' did not 
give proof for the charge, made in 
a press statement in Madras. 

Federal of ficials who flew to this 


port city were investigating why 
the airport building was not eva- 
cuated late Thursday night despite 
an anonymous telephone call 
warning airport officials of a hid- 
den bomb. 

The explosion ripped apart the 
airport terminal, collapsing the 
ceiling of the arrival lounge. 

At least 32 people have died 
and A others w’ere listed in critical 
condition, airport officials said. 

Ten bomb experts, including six 
from the Indian army, were hel- 
ping the Madras City Police inv- 
estigate the blast and determine 
the type of the bomb. 

Before the blast, a man called 
the airport and told officials about 
a bomb-laden suitcase bound for 
Sri Lanka. Officials reportedly 
assumed it was a hoax, and made 
no effort to evacuate about 50 
passengers waiting for an early 
morning flight to Abu Dhabi. 

“This tragedy could have been 
avoided but for the carelessness of 


the airport authorities." said a pol- 
ice officer who requested ano- 
nymity. " It is clearly a case of off- 
icial negligence." 

A high-level government team, 
headed by Civil Aviation Minister 
Khurshid Alam Khan, is in Mad- 
ras to investigate airport aut- 
horities* handling of the incident. 

Airport officials said a Tamil, 
identified only as Kathiresan. left 
a dark brown suitcase in the dep- 
arture lounge after being issued a 
boarding pass for Air Lanka flight 
122. It is not known whether he 
boarded the flight or slipped out of 
the airport, officials said. 

The suitcase later was taken to 
the customs area, where it exp- 
loded about 11 p.m. (1730 GMT), 
nearly three hours after the dep- 
arture of the Air Lanka flight. 

The Madras Airport remained 
closed to international flights Sat- 
urday. workers were still cleaning 
rubble which scattered as far away 
as the runway. 

Airport officials said the bomb 
blast caused such widespread 
damage that parts of the airport 
would have to be rebuilt. 

Colombo tightens security 

COLOMBO fR) — Sri Lankan 


authorities introduced rigid new 
security measures at Colombo 
Airport Saturday following the 
bomb blast in Madras believed 
here to have been aimed at two Sri 
Lankan airliners. 

Sri Lankan Defence Ministry 
sources Saturday described the 
explosion as part of a plan by sep- 
aratist Tamil guerrillas to blow up 
two Air Lanka jets. 

They said the explosives were in 
two suitcases tagged Madras- 
Colombo- Paris and Madras- 
Col ombo-London and checked in 
at the Air Lanka counter at Mad- 
ras on Thursday. 

But the cases were not carried 
to Colombo by the airline because 
no passenger had claimed them. 

The sources said that if the cases 
had been flown to Colombo they 
would have been put on two Air 
Lanka planes to London- and 
Paris. 

Judging from the time of the 
blast, the planes would have been 
blown up on the ground at Col- 
ombo, the sources added. 

Brig. S.C. Ranatunge, senior 
executive director of Sri Lanka’s 
Aviation Services, told reporters 
of new security measures to be 
enforced from Saturday at Col- 
ombo Airport.

Cuba, U.S. conclude talks 


EAST BERLIN (R) — East 
Germany apparently ignored a 
scathing Soviet attack on its recent 
credit deal with West Germany 
Saturday while Hungary re- 
affirmed backing for East German 
leader Erich Honecker's bid to 
forge closer links with the West. 

The Communist Party Daily 
Neues Deutschland breached Sov- 
iet bloc protocol by failing to rep- 
rint an authoritative article from 
its Moscow counterpart Pravda 
accusing Bonn of trying to prise 
concessions from East Berlin by 
economic means. 

In its place the newspaper pub- 
lished another, more mildly wor- 
ded. Soviet article lauding the det- 
ente of the 1970s. 

Western diplomats said omi- 
ssion of the commentary, pub- 


lished in Moscow on Thursday and 
clearly sanctioned at high level in 
the Kremlin, would probably hei- 
ghten tensions between Moscow 
and East Berlin over Mr. Hon- 
eckeds plans to visit West Ger- 
many next month. 

The Hungarian political weekly 
Magyaroszag has meanwhile res- 
tated Budapest’s backing for Mr. 
Honecker by publishing an article 
praising his foreign policy and his 
desire to be the first East German 
Communist leader to visit West 
Germany. 

It dismissed Soviet warnings 
that East Germany’s slight easing 
of East-West travel restrictions 
this week in return for a $330 mil- 
lion West German loan showed 
Bonn was trying to undermine 
Communist rule. 


U.S. protests over attack 
on Marine in Leningrad 


WASHINGTON (Rl — The State 
Department Friday charged that a 
U.S. Marine guard was beaten up 
in Leningrad alter being "set up" 
as part of a Soviet campaign to 
assault U.S. personnel in the Sov- 
iet Union. 

Spokesman Alan Romberg told 
reporters a strong protest over the 
incident was lodged both here and 
in Moscow. 

He said an off-duty Marine 
guard at the American consulate 
had gone to investigate a sus- 
picious car that had been circling 
the building early Thursday. 

“Two blocks from the consulate 
he was surrounded bv militiamen 


and plainciothesmen. beaten and 
taken to a station." Mr. Roberg 
said, adding: "The incident was a 
clear set-up without any pro- 
vocation whatsoever." 

Mr. Romberg said: "There have 
been several serious incidents in 
the Soviet Union over the past few 
months involving American tou- 
rists and officials that show a dis- 
turbing pattern of official inv- 
olvement in a campaign to harass 
and isolate Americans in the Sov- 
iet Union." 

He said the U.S. government 
had raised the issue with Moscow 
on a number of occasions." but we 
have not received a satisfactory 
response." 



WASHINGTON (AP) — The

Four Salvadorean rebels surrender 
after releasing all hostages in bank 


SOYAPANGO. EI Salvador (R) 
— Four left-wing guerrillas who 
held 73 people hostage in a bank 
for 19 hours surrendered Friday 
after mediators failed to find a 
country willing to give them pol- 
itical asylum. 

The gunmen gave themselves 
up and released their captives, 
held in a bank in near the capital 
since Thursday, unharmed. 

Negotiators from the Int- 
ernational Red Cross, the Spanish 
embassy, and the Salvadorean 
Foreign Ministry found no cou- 
ntry willing to receive them. 

The four identified themselves 
as members of the Farabundo 
Marti National Liberation Front 
(FMLN). an umbrella group for 
five combat groups fighting the 


U.S.-backed government here. 

Two Red Cross jeeps took them 
from the two-storey building of 
the Commercial Agricultural 
Bank to a magistrate in Soy- 
apango where after making sta- 
tements. the four — wearing ban- 
danas arid broad-brimmed hats — 
were driven to Mariona Prison on 
the outskirts of San Salvador. 

Col. Jesus Caceres Natividad. of 
El Salvador's Treasury Police, 
said all 73 staff and customers who 
were in the bank when the gun- 
men seized it were safe. 

Earlier estimates of the number 
of hostages had ranged from 40 to 
125. 

The gunmen released 10 hosr- 
tages — three children and seven 
women — overnight. After the 


U.N. publication delayed by

UNITED NATIONS (R) — A 
row over an article about Ant- 
arctica. raising both Soviet and 
U.S. objections, has delayed pub- 
: lication of a monthly U.N. mag- 
azine since February, a U.N. spo- 
kesman told reporters Friday. 

He said the magazine, called 
U.N. Chronicle, would soon re- 
appear, but without the con- 
troversial item. 

United Nations sources said 
senior U.N. officials from both the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union had raised objections to the 
article, while the magazine staff 
had urged its inclusion. 

Antarctica became a hot issue

UNITED NATIONS (R) — Bri- 
tain said Friday night Argentina's 
refusal to continue talks held last 
month in Berne. Switzerland, was 
"at variance with the agreed 
basis" for the meeting. 

In a letter to Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar, Britain's 
U.N. Charge d* Affaires, Amb- 
assador John Margetson, said it 
had been agreed in advance that if 
the Argentine side raised the que- 
stion of sovereignty over the dis- 
puted Falklands Islands, the Bri- 
tish representatives would make 
clear that they were not prepared 
to discuss it and discussion would 
then move on ro“ practical issues 
of concern to both sides." 

Britain complied scrupulously 
with this arrangement, he stated, 
but the Argentine representatives 
said they were not prepared to dis- 
cuss normalisation of relations 
unless a mechanism for addressing 
the question of sovereignty were 
also established. 

“This was at variance with the 
agreed basts for the talks which 
thus came to an end." Mr. Mar- 


getson said. 

Rebutting a letter to the U.N. 
chief last month from Argentina. 
Mr. Margetson said: "The British 
government's attitude is wholly 
consistent with the provisions of 
the U.N. charter, contrary to the 
assertion in the third paragraph of 
the lerter from the Argentine 
permanent representative. 

“It is a mis-statement of the 
charter to suggest that the obl- 
igation to seek solutions by pea- 
ceful means requires that, irr- 
espective of the circumstances, 
recourse must be had, solely or- 
even primarily, to negotiation." 

He said the search fora peaceful 
solution to the two countries’ dif- 
ferences was broken off in 1982 
when Argentina “resorted to 
armed aggression” against the 
Falklands in flagrant violation of 
the charter. 

That event created a new sit- 
uation in which the need is for 
both sides to work together to cre- 
ate a climate of confidence bet-

BEIRUT (R) — Libyan Leader 
Muamraar Qadhafi has accused 
France of responsibility For the 
civil war in Chad and Israel and 
South Africa of subversion in Afr- 
ica, Lhe official Libyan News Age- 
ncy JANA said Friday. 

Mr. Qadhafi. opening the sev- 
enth session of the permanent 
committee on Arab-African 
Co-operation said 80 per cent of 
Arabs are Africans whose fate is 
linked to the fate of their con- 
tinent, according to a JANA dis- 
patch monitored here. 

Warning against what he called 
subversion in Africa Mr. Qadhafi 
said: "Our land is a target for rac- 
ist expansionism by South Africa 
and Israel." 

He called for the destruction of 
"these two racist camps supported 
by American and French imp- 
erialism. "and added" there can 
be no co-operation, no peace, no 
stability and no ... unity as long as 
they exist." 

He accused France of acting 
with the United States to des- 
tabilise Africa and encourage div- 
ision on the continent. 

“France planted the seeds of 
evil which our people are rea- 
ping," Mr. Qadhafi said. "Chad 
has from the beginning been a vic- 
tim of French imperialism. Fra- 
nce's action in Chad is destructive, 
subverting Arab-African co- 
operation." 

Chad has been divided into a 
rebel-held north and 
government-controlled south 
since the middle of last year, when 
France sent 3.000 troops to help 
President Hissene Habre. 

France and Mr. Habre accuse 
Libya of giving military support to 
the rebels, led by former President 
Goukouni Oiieidi. 

Mr. Qadhafi said he considered 
Arab countries had assumed their 
full responsibility in effectively 
resolving Africa’s problems and in 
supporting needy Arab states. 


Washington seeks 
ties with East bloc 


Angola 
ready for 
‘serious talks’ 

LISBON (AP) — The Angolan 
government is open to serious 
negotiations with South Africa 
and the United States toward a 
lasting settlement for South-West 
Africa and other southern African 
conflicts. Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister Venancio de Mount said Fri- 
day. 

to a report monitored here, the 
official news agency ANGOP 
quoted Mr. De Moura as calling 
on both those countries to engage 
themselves more seriously in see- 
king peace in the region. 

Mr. De Moura said Angola urg- 
ently wished to see an end to the 
hostilities between South African 
troops and black nationalist gue- 
rrillas fighting for the ind- 
ependence of South-West Africa 
(Namibia).

One key part of this effort, they 
told reporters, is a campaign the 
administration has started to pre- 
sent directly to the Soviet Union’s 
East European allies the U.S. side 
of the arms control debate.

Action Directe responsible 
for space centre bomb 


PARIS (R) — The banned ana- 
rchist group Action Directe Fri- 
day claimed responsibility for its 
fourth bomb attddc in less than a 
month, after an explosion Wed- 
nesday night wrecked the hea- 
dquarters of the European Space 
Agency (ESA). 

The blast, which slightly injured 
seven people, occurred less than 
48 hours before ESA was due to 
launch its new Ariane Three roc- 
ket carrying two communications 
satellites from its base in French 
Guiana. 

Acrion Directe. outlawed by the 
Socialist government in 1 982. told 
a news agency in a telephone call 
that it carried out the attack and a 
message scrawled in red paint on 
the outside of the ESA building 
read: “War Against War, A.D.". 
read: “War Against War, A.D.”. 

Government Spokesman Rol- 
and Dumas said the attack was a 
protest against a European and 
French enterprise, which was 
competing against American ind- 


ustry, adding: “The paradox of 
this situation is that it aids Ame- 
rican industry and what' s the use , 
of that?”. 

If the launch of Ariane Three 
goes ahead as planned, ESA 
hopes to secure a bigger share of 
the commercial space market pre- 
viously dominated by the United 
States. 

Action Directe broke a long sil- 
ence on July 12 with a bomb att- 
ack on the Atlantic Institute, a 
Paris-based think-tank on int- 
ernational affairs. 

Explosions followed at pre- 
mises of the Deicncc and Industry 
Ministries on successive days. The 
only casualties came after the 
third blast when two people were 
injured by flying glass and a pas- 
sing motorist hit a parked car. 

Before it was banned. Action 
Directe carried out a series of. 
ami-Jewish attacks in Paris. 

Police said at the time that they 
believed it had probably no more 
than 100 active members. 


U.K., Spain edge towards 
Gibraltar breakthrough

MADRID — Britain and Spain 
are edging towards a bre- 
akthrough in their dispute over 
Gibraltar and diplomats from 
each country cautiously predict 
full-scale talks on the colony's fut- 
ure within months. 

Quiet diplomacy has been in 
progress since British Foreign 
Secretary Sir Geoffrey Howe and 
Spanish Foreign Minister Fer- 
nando Moran met last September 
during the closing session of the 
European Security Conference in 
Madrid. 

They have met four times since 
and their experts have held reg- 
ular meetings to work out details 
of a possible settlement of the dis- 
pute, a thorn in Anglo-Spanish 
relations since the British seized 
Gibraltar in 1704. 

Official Spanish and British 
sources said the two sides had 
been trying to work out a way of 
implementing an agreement they 
reached in Lisbon m 1980, when 
Spain said it would lift its blockade 
of the colony in return for talks on 
all outstanding issues, including 
sovereignty. 

For several reasons, including 
Spain's embarrassment over the 
1982 war between Britain and 
Argentina over the Falkland Isl- 
ands, the Lisbon agreement was 
never put into effect. 

After the Socialist government 
took office hi Madrid in Dec- 
ember 1982, it made a gesture by 
re-opening to pedestrians the land 
border between Spain and the tiny 
rock peninsula. It was closed by 
dictator Francisco Franco in 1969. 

Spain’s hopes that Britain 


would reciprocate were unfulfilled 
and stalemate set in again until Sir 
Geoffrey and Mr. Moran met Iasi 
year. 

“I think we can now say that in 
working out a way to implement 
the Lisbon agreement on a scale of 
one to 10 we have reached eight 
and a half.” said a Spanish Foreign 
Ministry source. 

A British source said he would 
put "even money" on a bre- 
akthrough by the end of (he year. 

The new spirit of co-operation 
is seen on both sides as a con- 
sequence of Spain's entry into the 
European Community, due on 
Jan. 1. 1986. 

Spain recognises it cannot con- 
tinue to impose border restrictions 
once it is a member of the com- 
munity. 

In return it wants concessions 
from Britain within the context of 
the Lisbon agreement to give the 
government strong arguments to 
justify re-opening the border. 

Madrid is looking in particular 
at a section of the Lisbon agr- 
eement that says co-operation 
over Gibraltar would be based on 
reciprocal and equal rights for 
Spaniards and Gibraltarians. 

Diplomats from each country 
said differences in interpretation 
of this clause were a sticking point. 

The diplomats said imp- 
lementation of the Lisbon agr- 
eement would mean only the start 
of a larger and more complex ser- 
ies of talks, ultimately over own- 
ership. 

The Spanish foreign minister 
has recognised that there will be 
no quick solution to the Sov- 
ereignty dispute, which he said 
could take a generation to settle. 


Most Americans 
reject Reagan’s 
birth control policy 

MEXICO CITY (R) — Ame- 
ricans overwhelmingly reject a 
Reagan administration plan to cut 
family planning aid for countries 
that allow abortion, according to a 
Gallup Poll published here Friday. 
The survey, conducted last month 
among 1 ,042 adults, was released 
at a preliminary meeting of the 
second United Nations Con- 
ference on Population which starts 
here on Monday. Delegates have 
said the Reagan administration 
plan to discourage abortion was 
likely to dominate debate and 
bring sharp criticism from Third 
World countries. The United Sta- 
tes spent $240 million on foreign 
birth control aid last year. 

Theories advanced 
for kamikaze 
anchovies 

SANTA CRUZ. California (AP) 
— Biologists arc still puzzling over 
why millions of tiny anchovies 
invaded S inta Cruz I 
kamikaze (suicidal) run — the 
fourth in two decades — that cau- 
sed them all to suffocate in the 
oxygen-depleted water. The sch- 
ool of fish that pushed against the * 
central California shoreline and- 
into the 1 .6 kilometre harbour Iasi * 
month was so large — perhaps 
2.000 tons (1800 metric tons) — 
that it rivaled a year's commercial 
fishing harvest in the area. Within 
hours, the oxygen supply in the 
harbour, which has berths for 900 
boats, was exhausted. It fell to 0.4 
pans per million, less than one- 
tenth of normal. The resulting 
mess was a blow for Santa Cruz 
businesses as the rank smell of rot- 
ting fish chased off summertime 
visitors. The phenomenon is not a 
new one in the harbour I i 2 kil- 
ometres south of San Francisco. 
Anchovies poured in — and died 
— in massive numbers in 1964. 
1974 and 1980.
